of the company. 


There is no such -thing as a good or 
benevolent trust within the meaning 
of the Sherman law, the government 
contends, and all combinations which 
break 
down the competitive 
system 
are in restraint of trade. 
After an ex- 
haustive review of authorities and of 
declarations by Senator Sherman, au- 
thor of the measure at the time of ita 
passage, the brief continues: 


"It is apparent that the objection to 
substituting à despotic organization of 
industry for- the competitive 
system 
were quite as much social and political 
as economic and therefore It would 
not have satisfied congress to be told, 
as we are told. in this case, 'that the 
power which they feared was thus far 
working benevolently, that prices had 
not been Increased 
nor 
wages de- 
creased, nor competitoors 
oppressed. 
In their minds the mere existence of 
such powerful combinations was an 
evil—^a . 
continuing 
danger—from 
which in jthe long run, If not imme- 
diately, would com« dloastér.

United States to Continue 
to Live Up to Spirit 
of the Pact. 


Washington, Feb. 17.—^The fuirtext 
of the explanatory and supplemental 
clauses proposed by Germany as 
a 
protocol 
to 
the 
Prussian-American 
treaty were made public today at the 
state department. 
Briefly, the proto- 
col amplifies the treaty so as to place 
Germans in this country and Ameri- 
cans in Germany in case of war on 
exactly the same footing as to all prop- 
erty rights, freedom from detention 
in concentration camps or sequestra- 
tion of property that are applicable to 
other neutrals. 
Nationals of 
either 
country mlglit remain 
fully undis- 
turbed in the other country as long 
as they please and not for the nine 
months' period provided in the treaty. 


Merchant ships 
of either 
nation 
might not be seized or driven to sea 
unless under a safe conduct to their 
home 
ports 
through 
all 
possible 
enemies and their captains and crews 
may not be made prisoners. 


Officials here have pointed out that, 
while Germany's violation of several 
provisions of the treaty may be taken 
by this country to have vitiated the 
convention the United States will sti-l 
continue to live up to its spirit. 
Two 
proclamations already have 
guaran- 
teed that German ships or private Ger- 
man property will not, even in case of 
war, be seized and used by this gov- 
ernment.

hgents of ships declared today

lieving the railroad freight congestion. 
T h e y predicted t h a t shippers 
would 
have no cause for complaint t h a t thej' 
could not find vessels to carry their 
iroods—at least no greater cause than 
existed before the declaration of the 
O e r m a n submarine blockade. 


Railroad men were inclined to agree 
t h a t the new 
submarine 
campaign 
played only a small part in the freight 
situation. 
They pointed out that be- 
iore 
German edict went Into effect 
t h e British steamship companies re- 
served 85 per cent of their cargo space 
i o r the use of their government. 


The most Important factor in the 
Wtuation, they said, was the weather, 
which had been the worst In m a n y 
years. 


Twenty-one m e r c h a n t ships 
arriv- 
ing hero yesterday promised 
greater 
cargo space t h a n the port of New York 
h a s enjoyed for some time. 
Fourteen 
of these came through the w a r zone. 


Attention was called, however, 
to 
t h e fact t h a t the arrival of so m a n y 
vessels f r o m Europe at this time did 
not t h r o w m u c h light upon the severity 
of the new submarine peril as it would 
a week hence, because most of them 
had entered the war zone before the 
jxeifiod of immunity expired on Feb- 
r u a r y 5. 


W a r risk Insurance today showed a 
sligrit reduction f r o m the high rates 
prevailing since the beginning of the 
G e r m a n blockade. Quotations that had 
been invariably 10 per cent for trans- 
Atlantic voyages now range f r o m 8 to 
9 per cent. 
The fast Cunarder lines 
have been Insured on an 8 per cent 
basis.

At the beginning of the war Ger- 
m a n y had a surplus of railway car- 
riages, freight cars and 
locomotive;, 
which had 
been provided 
expressly 
against 
emergency.

consequence 
transportation in the first two years 
of the war was adequate for all the 
unusual demands m a d e upon it, not- 
Avithstanding the extension of territory 
served. 


The conquest of Belgium 
resulted 
In the capture of a comparatively large 
number of Belgian freight cars which 
today m a y be seen everywhere in Ger- 
many, 
Poland, 
Lithuania,

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The Public and the Corporations 


In the conrEe of his thoughtful, dispassionate and altogether fai]> 
minded address hefore the Quest club on Friday, Hon. James M. Bar- 
rett gave utterance to some wholesome truths with reference to the 
oorporation. and its relation to the jmblio, and the mental attitude of 
the latter toward the oorporate organizations that in one way and an- 
other play so gigantio a part in contribution to human profit and hu- 
man welfare in these days. He deprecated, as do all right-thinking 
men, the ruthless and unreasoning antagonism frequently found in 
many quarters toward thepcorporation, and contended for a spirit of 
fair play and exact justice, measured by unbiased judgment as to 
•what the corporation merits in praise or deserves in condemnation. 


That there have been corporations which deserve denunciation 
for souUessneas cannot be denied. In oooasional instances conscience- 
less men have used corporate power to work hardships and injustice 
on both their employes and the public, but it is as unfair to take the 
position i^at all corporations are inquitous as to contend that all men 
are bad. We think it is undeniably t?ue as well that there is evidenced 
today a change of attitude on the part of corporations as a whole—a 
realization that consideration is due both employes and the public, 
and that a loftier view and a finer aspect is characterizing the position 
uud the practiees of the corporations than obtained in earlier days. 


Few things are more difficult than to listen with patience to the 
ranter who is invariably ready to assail the oorporation simply be- 
cause it is a corporation, as though the basic idea that brings men in- 
to associaliou of intellect, of capacity and of capital for the consum- 
inal^ion of biy tilings and serviceable things far beyond the possibility 
of ibdividual effort were unuterrably wrong and always to be con- 
demned. This sort of spirit has been occasionally noted in the attitude 
of ii poi-tioii of the public toward the transportation utilities in Fort 
Wayne, as an example. They have been often compelled to battle 
against and frequently accept with reluctance demands in one form 


or anotlier that Avere manifestly unjust and which saddled upon them 
burdens well-nigh unbearable. That is because their foes were in mil- 
itant array while others who realized that injustice was being done 
did not feel called upon to invite embroilment in matters which con- 
cerned them no inore than they concerned other citizens of the city. 


The corporation, like the individual, is not perfect, but it is im- 
proving. It is better today than ever before in its history. It is do- 
ing more, doing it better and contributing a larger measure of service 
to the public. This improvement is manifestly the direct result of the 
better understanding that the corporation, as Mr. Barrett points out, 
is not in fact a creation of his Satanic majesty, but an association of 
skilled and schooled men, all of them men of capacity and most of 
them men of high personal integrity, whose work is unquestionably 
the largest single factor in the industrial and commercial develop- 
ment of the country. We owe the corporation an acknowledgement of 
this latter fact, and as the corporation and the general public get 
closer together and come to understand each other better, each will 
find the other a pretty good fellow, after all. 


New York has it all figured out that Germany's unrestricted sea 
warfare will have its effect in a lessened demand on the housewife's 
purse for the reason that curtailment of food exports will have the 
effect of lowering prices on the commodities she must buy to supply 
her table. There appears to be nothing at all wrong Avith the reason- 
ing, but the housewife has been pinning her hope for reduced food 
prices on slender reeds for so long that she will hesitate at accepting 
this theory at its face value. The time'is at hand when she demands 
to be shown before she wiU believe anything. 


In his personally-conducted appeal to the state legislature for 
favorable action on the proposed excise tax law on corporations doing 
business in Indiana, Governor Goodrich sailed into its opponents in 
lively fashion and declared that'' certain large and powerful interests 
controlling much wealth may be compelled to leave the state." Fine 
enough, but it would have gratified a tremendous lot of public cur- 
iosity had the governor been a trifle more specific in naming 'em. 


Ohio believes it has found the cause of the coal shortage and pro- 
poses the indictment of the men it holds responsible for unwarranted 
pillaging of the public. Let Ohio go right ahead and show us how the 
situation can be corrected. A lot of other states will be eager enough 
to take advantage of any system that proves efficacious. Highly- 
recommended remedies of various sorts tried up to date have proven 
dimsal failures. 


Two young Chicago auto bandits who attempted to hold up a bank 
at Freeport, 111., not only foozled the attempt to get the money, but 
both were captured by citizens of the little town after an exciting re- 
volver battle. Despite a number of successful ventures of this kind Dy 
the robber gentry of late, the Illinois instance makes it clear that the 
scheme will not invariably work out as it is planned. 


That Terre Haute justice of th^ peace in whose restaurant a slot 
machine has just been seized by the police is doubtless of the judicial 
opinion that the law is merely intended to be observed by the other 
'fellow.

How Suffrage is 


Moving Forward 


(Chicago Herald.) 


With the vote of the Ohio senate a 
large measure of woman suffrage has 
been won In fourteen states,and one 
territory. 
Only 
a 
few 
weeks 
ago 
North Dakota's farmer legislature ex- 
tended the ballot to women. 


So general has the tendency become 
that the Tennessee house of represen- 
tatives passed a bill giving women the 
presidential and the municipal fran- 
chise on January 19, and a little later 
Speaker O. S. Lattimore of the Texas 
house became the sponsor for woman 
suffrage in his state. 


The signiflcdnce of both the Ohio 
and the North Dakota victories is to be 
found in the fact that tlie ballot was 
secured through the legislatures. Com- 
plete suffrage was defeated by refer- j 
endum votes in Ohio both in 1912 and j 
hi 1614. 
Iowa, furthermore, which is ' 
a definitely progressive state, repudl- ! 
ated suffrage by a majority of more 
than 10,000 at the November election^ | 


Many legislatures, it is true, have j 
likewise shown themselves to be hos- ' 
tile to the woman's cause during the 
last two years. 
The 
legislators 
of , 
Alabama, Connecticut, Delaware, Indi • j 
ana. Tennessee. Texas and Wisconsin 
turned down woman suffrage during 
1915 and the lawmakers of Louisiana, 
Maryland 
and 
Oklahoma exhibited 
the same prejudices in 1916. 
Notwith- 
standing that the experience of Illinois, 
Ohio, North Dakota 
and 
the 
other 
states In which suffrage is now a real- 
ity goes to prove that success is the 
more easily attained by the 
legisla- 
tive route. 


The explanation doubtless is to be 
found in that the suffrage campaigners 
can direct their arguments at every 
member of the legislature, while it l.s 
impossible to reach every voter In a 
referendum. 
Left to himself the aver- 
age man In the non-suffrage states Is 
apt to vote In accordance with the sen- 
timents he acquired in youth. 
These 
ordinarily are 
not favorable 
to the 
emancipation of women. 


The demonstration made in 
Ohio 
throws a light upon the grooving de- 
mand of suffragists for enfranchise- j 


ment by means of a federal constitu- 
tional amendment. 
Through this they 
may avoid state referendums and may 
make their appeals for ratification di- 
rectly to the legislatures. 
Thus they 
hope to escape the wasteful and often 
humiliating experience of "educating" 
the masses of men individually and sep- 
arately.

The election of republicans to state 
office and to the legislature reflected, 
not the popularity of individuals, nor 
even an acceptance of party for party's 
sake, but the triumph of Goodrich's 
ideas.

We know t h a t foods spoil for two 
reasons! 


The most important reason is that 
there are present all about us tiny 
plants too small for us to see, which 
we call micro- organisms. 
These mi- 
cro-organisms like the same food we 
like—meat, bread, vegetables. 


Most of our plants can 
m a n u f a c - 
ture from the air and water and soil 
the food Avhich they 
need. 
These 
plants, 
micro-organisms, 
which 
are 
so small and so numerous, cannot do 
this. 
They prefer to live on our food, 
and in the process of helping them- 
selves, they in most cases render the 
food unfit for use. 


In order to keep our 
food 
sweet 
and clean, then, we must kill any of 
these plants that may have got into 
it before it comes to us; and we must 
prevent any others from getting in; 
or else we must keep it under such 
conditions that 
any which 
may 
be 
j)resent cannot thrive ahd brin gabout 
their destructive work. 


The .second^ reason for the spoiling 
of foods is not so easy to 
explain. 
^Ve know there i.s a great difference 
in the ripening of fruit.s and 
vege- 
tables. 
For 
example, an applea, 
a 
peach, and 
a quince all ripen dif- | 
fei-ently. 


The material In the fruit or vege- 
table which 
causes the ripening 
so 
characteristic of the different kinds is 
called by the scientist 
an 
enzyme. 
The.se enzymes aided by the heat of 
the sun brings about certain typical 
changes 
in 
the 
fruit or vegetable 
which we call ripening.- 
It is well 
known that if these changes continue 
too long the fruit 
deteriorates 
in 
quality and finally becomes unfit for 
use. 
We al.so know that such changes 
continue after the fruit has been gath- 
ered.

Wo know the flavor of stale vege- 
tables 
is 
due 
to 
changes 
brought 
about by these enzymes. 
Fresh corn 
on standing becomes less sweet. 
The 
delicate 
flavors 
of 
fruits 
such 
as 
Ktrawbcrrie-s are destroyed by alloW' 
ing them 
to stand 
after they 
have 
been gathered.

In order to set to work on the prob- I 
lem of food preservation we must first 
know something about the two causes 
of decay, the 
micro-organisms 
and 
the 
enzymes, 
the conditions 
under 
which 
they live, how 
they may

destroyed or their action stopped.

British Naval Man Reveals Plan of Great Britain 
, ^

to Foil Big U'Boat Campaign Launched hy Germans 


Destroyers Circling Mer- 
chant Fleets at Express 
Train Speed Will Act as 
Convoys—Half a Dozen 
Can Protect Thirty Mer- 
chant Vessels.

New York, Feb. 17.—With convoys 
of 
her newest 
40-knot 
destroyers, 
heavily 
armed, 
circling 
at 
express 
train 
speed 
around 
fleets 
of 
slow- 
moving merchantmen and freighters, 
Britian expects to frustrate the latest 
and 
most menacing tactics of Ger- 
many's submarine blockade. 


Capt. Guy Gaunt, 
R. 
N.. British 
naval attache, described to m e today 
In his office at the British consulate 
the method t h a t will be used to pro- 
tect the cargoes 
on 
which Britain 
must depend f o r h e r very life. 


"In protecting our mercantile m a - 
rine at the present time we have sim- 
ply to consider t h e submarine," said 
Capt. Gaunt. 


"Half a dozen fast destroyers will 
be able to afford adequate protection 
to a fleet of, say. thirty merchantmen. 


"The range of vision of a U-boat is 
not more than 
three 
miles. 
This 
means that the destroyers will not be 
compelled to steer a course more tlian 
three miles from the ships being pro- 
tected. 


"The big steamers will take the cen- 
ter of the convoy and the smaller 
t r a m p s the fringe. 
Xow, the-se small 
' 
ships do not draw much water, which 
will make it necessary for a U-boat 
commander in attempting an attack to 
set his torpedo to travel a t ' n o t more 
than three feet below the surface. 


"This would make it very uncertain 
w h e t h e r the torpedo would ever reach 
Its target, for at but three feet below 
the surface the torpedo Avould be very 
apt to 'break water.' In coming to the 
surface the torpedo would 
probably 
b u m p a wave and have Its 'gyro' all 
upset.

every m e r c h a n t m a n in t h e 
convoy armed, and with the destroy- 
ers ever on the 
alert, 
a convoy of 
merchantmen would be a very d a n - 
gerous 
.iob for a submarine com- 
mander to tackle.

"The British government 
Is 
fully 
alive to the new submarine 
danger 
and is prepared to lose many jnore 
ships. 
That is the price we a r e pay- 
ing for the command of the seas. But 
you will notice that British .ships are 
sailing just the same. 
W e still have 
thousands of ships on all the seas. 


"Wo are not being blockaded. 
I t 
is the neutrals that are being block- 
aded. 


"By getting our merchant ships into 


fleets 
and 
convoying 
them 
in t h e 
m a n n e r I have described, and by oth- 
er means, I think we shall sui-vive. 


"One of our greatest difficulties is 
to get our mei-chant captains to obey 
admiralty orders. 
Our sailoi's seem 
to court danger. 
W h e n we tell them 
to avoid certain routes they seem to 
take a 
fiendish 
delight in positively 
running right into danger. 


"Thè 
success of the E m d e n was 
due to this stubborn trait of our sail- 
ors. 
W e warned all m e r c h a n t 
ships 
to avoid the regular trade rout© be- 
tween Ceylon and Calcutta, yet when 
we came to examine our losses we 
found t h a t not a ship h a d deviated 
more than ten miles f r o m its usual 
course. 
All the E m d e n had to do 
was to cruise along the recognized 
route usually followed by British ves- 


sels a n d pot the ships as they came 
along. 


"We 
have been 
fighting- the sub- 
marines since t h e beginning of the 
war. 
W e a r e now simply going to 
modify a n d change our tactics." 


F r o m another source I learned that 
the British proposal is not to convoy 
ships to and f r o m the United 
States 
all the way across the Atlantic unless 
the Germans start a campaign 
over 
here with their super-submarines. 


Until the waters on this side be- 
come dangerous, 
ships 
f r o m North 
American and South American 
ports 
will meet a,t a rendezvous, some SOO 
or 400 miles f r o m the British Isles, 
the position of which will be 
flashed 
to them by wireless in secret code. 
This meeting place on the Atlantic 
will be changed for every convoy.

H e r m a n A. Durnell, of 435 Poplar 
street, one of the best known Pennsyl- 
vania engineei-9 In the city and 
the 
youngest old m a n of the age, will be 
70 years old March 3 and April 1, will 
be enrolled on the honor list of the 
company. 
He was born March 3, 1847, 
and took employment as a watchman 
with the Pennsylvania company Feb- 
r u a r y 
i'4. 
1872, after being 
turned 
down several times when he applied 
for a position as fireman, because of his 
size, for he is a small man and 
the 
round house foreman, who hired the 
engineers and firemen in those days, 
did not believe him strong enough for 
work in the cab. He kept "on the traiF* 
of the foreman and didn't let a day 
pass without asking him to give him 
work 
as a 
fireman 
and at last 
the 
"boss" said: 
"Well, I'll do it, just to 
get rid of you; T know you can't stand 
the work," and Mr. Durnell became a 
fireman April J, 1 872, and November 
IH, 1878, he was promoted to engineer. 
He has been constantly in the service 
since and today is piloting one of the 
best passenger train.s over the line Ije- 
tween Fort Wayne and Chicago. 
Air. 
Durnell can talk interestingly of early 
lailroad days. 
When hs commenced 
work most of the engines were Avood 
burnei-s and it was some task to keep 
ui> ^•teanl in one of them under unfa- 
vorable conditions. 
^Mr. Durnell 
le- 
calls a. time when he was over thirty 
liours in making the trip on a freight 
train between this city and Valparaiso. 
The snow was twenty-two inches deep 
that day and he handled, with what as- 
sistance he received f r o m the 
other 
m e m b e r s of the crew, 
over 
twenty 
cords of wood. 
He had several experi- 
ences of that kind, but the one men- 
tioned was probably the most trying 
of all. 
He does not hail the day of 
retirement 
with much 
pleasure, 
be- 
cause he is "as active as ever and just 
as capable of handling the throttle as 
3 v.as twenty years ago," he says. 
It's

by it.

(^ity, where he has a fine cottage on 
the banks of Sylvan lake.

PAPER M R S FORCED 


BY M N TO YIELD 


Concessions Came Only at 
Threat of Drastic 
Action. 


Washington. Feb. 17.—It 
became 
known that the print paper manufac- 
turers yielded in their opposition to 
the government's efforts to 
restore 
normal prices and agreed to permit 
the federal trade commission to de- 
termine a fair scale only when con- 
fronted with the alternative of per- 
sonal action by President Wilson and 
a special session of congress to pass 
remedial legislation. 


At Pi-esident Wilson's direction, it 
was said. Secretary McAdoo summoned 
one of the principal 
manufacturers, 
who was acting as spokesman for the 
others, and informed him that inas- 
much as the government itself was not 
liermitted by the constitution to im- 
pose 
prohibitive restraint tipon the 
press, the administration did not in- 
tend to remain idle while an alleged 
monopoly, through extortionate prices 
for print paper, effectually Imposed 
greater restraints than the govern- 
ment might ever contemplate. 


Mr. j\IcAdi)(), it was said, speaking 
for the president, informed a repre- 
.sentative 
manufacturer 
that 
many 
daily 
newspapers 
were 
threatened 
with being forced to close up, and a 
special session of congress would be 
called if necessary to pass legislation 
to restore prices and supply 
to a 
normal level. 
At the same time the 
federal grand jury in New York was 
preparing 
to bring indictments for 
criminal 
prosecutions. 
The sequel 
was the action of the manufacturers 
yesterday in signing an agreement to 
allow the trade commission to fix fair 
prices. It is understood the adminis- 
tration is going further and is taking 
.steps to guard against shortage of sup- 
ply in the future.

work on some pha.ses of the problem, 
plans for re-forestation of denuded 
areas for wood pulp are to be worked 
out which are expected to furnish am- 
ple suppi for American publishers in 
the future. 


GOVERNMENT ASSAILS 


Ü.S. STEEL'S E 


Charges Corporation Was 
Formed to Exploit the 
Public. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 17.—The 
United States Steel coi-poration's de- 
fense to the government's dissolution 
suit was assailed today in a lenghty 
brief filed by the government in the 
supreme 
court. 
The 
government 
charges 
that 
the corporation was 
formed not, asc ontended, as the result 
of the legitimate development of trade, 
but for the "suppression of competi- 
tion 
and the exploitation 
of the 
public." 


The government meets the corpora- 
tion's contention that it is not a mon- 
opoly because it alone cannot dictate 
prices with the declaration that the 
corporation controls 
the 
output of 
more than 50 per cent of production In 
almost every branch of its activity and 
has maintained prices, notably In the 
case of steel rails, to the extent that 
competitors virtually have followed the 
prices fixed by the corporation.

SELL 
STOCK 


Fort Wayne Petition Goes 
Before Public Service 
Commission. 


Indianapolis, Feb. 17.—The Public 
Utilities company of Evansville, Ind., 
petitioned 
the 
public service com- 
mission yesterday for authority to issue 
$3,951,000 In bonds and $121,400 pre- 
ferred stock. The bonds are to be first 
and refunding gold bonds and will 
run for thirty-five years at 5 per cent. 
They will be sold at not less than 85 
per cent below par. The preferred 
stock with accrued dividends will be 
sold at not less than par. 


The money derived from the sale 
of the bonds and stocks will be used 
to cover a number of capital expendi- 
tures in deals since 1912, when the 
company was formed out of the Ev- 
ansville Electric Street Railway com- 
pany, Evansville & Princeton Traction 
companj% Evansville & Southern Indi- 
ana Traction company, Evansville Gas 
and Electric Light company,, and Ev- 
ansville Public Service company. The 
company is capitalized at $6,000,000. 


Fort Wayne Company Petitions. 
The Home Telephone company of 
Fort Wayne petitionee! to sell $250,000 
common stock to retire 
outstanding 
bonds aggregating $215,500. 


The stockholders of the company 
will purchase the bonds in proportion 
to their holdings. 
The balance, after 
the sale of bonds, will be used for im- 
provements. 
The company thus in- 
crea.ses its capital stock from $S50,- 
000 to $1,100,000. 


By the issuance of a modified order, 
the filtration plant ordered con.structed 
by the East Chicago and Indiana Har- 
bor Water company will be reduced 
from a plant of 12,000,000 gallons ca- 
pacity to one of 8,000,000. The plant 
must be ready for use by September 1. 
The smaller size quicksand plant saves 
the company $50,000 in construction 
cost, it is said. 


Meter i-ates for the company will be 
fixed before the completion of the fil- 
tration plant. 


The commission ordered that stock- 
holders of the New Brunswick Tele- 
phone company should pay the same 
rental as other patrons for telephone 
service. The rate for all, as fixed yes- 
terday, is $1 a month. 


Iiidiaiuipolis, Ind., Feb. 17.—^By 
a strict party vote, 59 republicans 
to 22 democrats, the house of rep- 
resentatives this afternoon passed 
the excise tax bill advocated by 
Gov. Goodrich. The measure had 
been amended on second reading, 
so as to provide for a reduction in 
levies on corporations from one- 
third to one-half. It now goes to 
the senate where another bitter 
fight is presaged.

Information on Departure of 
Former Consuls is Not 
Given Out. 


Washhigton, Feb. 17.—All information 
on the departure of former American 
consuls in Germany was delivered to 
Secretary Lansing today in a note by 
the Swiss minister. 
No details were 
given out. 


It is understood, however, that the in- 
formation supports that received yester- 
day from the »Spanish ambassador at 
Berlin promising every arrangement to 
facilitate departure 
of the eighty-six 
former American officials and their fam- 
ilies. While Ambassador Gerard had ex- 
jiected that a second train load of these 
officials would leave Mimich for Switzer- 
land on some day this week there has 
been some delay in their assembly, and 
officials do not know when or how they 
will some out. No alarm, however, is felt. 


No reports of indignities by search and 
detention to Americans leaving Germany 
liave come to the state department since 
its recent protest.

Gen. Fun.ston was directed to send 
all guard organizations home for mus- 
ter out as soon as he can complete 
arrangements for the movement. 


1'lie war departinent issued tliis state- 
ment; "Orders liave botín'sent to Gen. 
Funston to send all national guard or- 
ganizations north for muster out includ- 
ing border states." All details of tli# 
movement incliiding dates of departure 
arc left to Gen. Funston.

3 W O A D LAW 


Friends Save Law Marked 
for Death by Highway 
Champions. 


Indianapolis, 
Feb. 17.—The Mc- 
Kinley bill to practically repeal the 
three-mile road law was killed in the 
senate yesterday afternoon on a mo- 
tion to postpone it indefinitely. • The 
motion to postpone indefinitely was 
made by Representative Fleming. 


Ten republicans joined with demo- 
crats in killing the measux-e, though 
Governor Goodrich has repeatedly de- 
clared himself in favor of the repeal 
of the three-miie road law. Senator 
Chambers was the only democrat to 
vote with the republicans who opposed 
the killing of the bill. 
The repub- 
licans who voted to 'kill the measure 
included Senators 
Dobyns, MuntoV. 
Hudgings, James, Lanz, Metzger, Negw 
ley, Nejdl, Porter and Wolfson. 


Senator Chambers plans to push an- 
other bill, the only one he has intro- 
ducd this session, which provides for 
the absolute repeal of the law. Ho 
indorses the governor's position in re- 
spect to this law. 


A resolution providing for a consti- 
tutional amendment for woman suf- 
frage was adopted in the senate with 
only Senators Hirsch and Hazen cast- 
ing opposing votes. 


Chiropractic BUI Argued. 


Measures having for their purpose 
the establishment of a state board of 
chiropractic, abolishment of the office 
of county highway superintendent an.l 
providing for pensions for widowed 
mothers were chief matters of inter- 
est debated by members of the house. 


The bill providing for a board of ex- 
aminers to give tests to applicants 
seeking to practice chiropractic in the 
state was placed before the house by 
the committee on rights and privi- 
leges, which submitted a divided re- 
port, a majority favoring indefinite 
postponement and a minority urging 
its passage. 


ilepresentativo Alldredge, of Ander- 
son, Ind., author of the bill, spoke in 
favor of it and Representative Hes- 
song opposed it. Roll call favored the 
minority report, which was approved. 
tlT^ bill 
being advanced 
to second 
reading. 


Opposition to the bill providing for 
pensions for widowed 
mothers, ac- 
cording to Representative Otis Cook, 
the author, came from the organized 
charity bodies of the state. 
Less than 
50 per cent, of the money collected by 
charity organizations of Terre Haute, 
Representative Cook asserted, is be- 
ing used to pay salaries of officers of 
the society. The bill was advanced to 
second reading. 


The bill to 
abolish 
the office of 
county highway 
superintendent and 
place the duties of the office under su- 
pervision of members of the board of 
county commissioners was saved from 
indefinite postponement by an appeal 
by Its author. Representative Davis, of 
Jay county. 
It was advanced to sec- 
ond reading. . 


.ludiciary B committee submitted a 
divided report on a bill to abolish the 
office of chief of the bureau of sta- 
tistics, an administration measure. A 
majority report, which favored rec- 
ommendation for passage, 
prevailed 
and

Dlmitrirs life revolved In a circle of days and 
nights, which, with the exception of Sunday.

But one day the circle sud- 
denly and horribly broke and flattened out into 
the straight, unending line of eternity. 


It was pretty tough, his superiors agreed: 
caught In the Jaws of a giant machine. 
Except 
that he was the only one unaccounted for. It 
was dilBcult to say positively that the lifeleiis 
body which had been catapulted half across the 
big room was Dlmitrifa. 
The body might be 
Identified; but a man would not care to look at 
It very long. 


Kest day the paying teller at Dimltrlfs bank 
beard about the accident from the Servian's 
cotviliymen. 
The teller knew that the dead 
man's relatives would come for the money, and 
he knew, too, that he must'be sure Dimltrlf 
was dead. 
Proof must come from more than 
mere identification of ia mangled body. 
But 
the teller was ready for the test. 


The 
finger-print 
system had been In use In 
iis bank, and the officials simply had the cor- 
oner obtain the prints of the late Dimltrif's 
BJIgrers. 
The impression 
so obtained 
corre- 
«ponded exactly to the prints which Dimltrlf 
Borgaloff had made three years before, and the 
teller, v/ithout hesitation, paid over the money 
to the estate of the unfortunate foreigner. The 
Ingers of Dimltriff Borgaloff had reached back 
from the grave to clutch the savings of three 
rears and carry it to his family. 


This Incident occurred about a »month ago, 
tnd it is one of the most 
striking cases in 
irhicb the age-old finger-print system has been 
lurned to a new use. 
Borgaloff's case tran- 
Iptreil in East St. Loiiis, III.; but it might have 
been in any one of 100 cities, for at least 500 
banks, in a hundred different places are using 
the Jlriger-print Identification system to com- 
plement the signature system.

Aids in Preventing Fraud. 


r TXIVBRSALLy, after the perpetration of a 
^ 
murder, the police endeavor to obtain the 
inger prints of the murderer as evidence; but 
t is only within the most recent years that the 
jonverse of the system has been applied and 
lersons violently killed have been Identified by 
tl^e Impression of the whorls and lines of th« 
Up« of their fingers. It is something new; it Ii 
h® stretching of a phase of the Bertillon sys- 
«Ib for the detection of crimes to a common- 
I^ne means of making important and absolute 
dentiflcations in businesa 


Ixwlcally enough, the first reaf extension of 
(he scheme has been from criminology to bank- 
Bg. 
Bankers must constantly be on guard 
igalnst fraud; their business Invites attempts 
o defraud or rob them of Iheir stock in trade. 
Ind, with the idea to lessen the possibility of 
taudulent dealings, they have taken the means 
»hich the police use to make sure of suspected 
Timlnals. 
It i s one more link in the chain of 


elaborate checks and balances and alarms which 
bankers use to protect the trust they have 
from the community. 


With the police departments the 
finger-print 
record is only one part of the^lntricate BerUUon 
system of personal identification. 
The police 
do not stop at procuring Impressions of a crim- 
inal's fingers. 
His head is measured, laterally 
and longitudinally; his ears, eyes, nose and 
other important feature« are all measured and 
the measurements recorded. 
With banks, only 
the mere addition of the finger prints on a 3x5 
card is necessary for providing all the absolute 
and final means of identification possible. 


The adaptation which the bankers use is 
somewhat of a departure from the police meth- 
od. Instead of an Impresslou obtained from all 
ten fingers, a print Is made.»of the tips of the 
three middle fingers of the right hand; the In- 
dex, the nvlddle and the third 
fingers. 
This Is 
done because, even though no two single fin- 
gers are alike, a busy -tellei' might conceivably 
make a mistake In patterns or types. 
Witli 
three separate impression«, each has a 
dis- 
tinctive pattern, and each Is set a t an Indi- 
vidual angle having its own peculiar length and 
breadth. 
When impressions are taken of three 
fingers, 
the comparison cannot fail to reveal 
whether the second Imprint 1% identical with 
the first,

Process E a s y ajid Quick. 


T h e process is a simple one, neither Irksome 
to the customer nor an additional burden 
to the clerk. 
All the equipment necessary for 
adding the finger prints of customers to their 
signature cards is contained in a box less than 
12 inches long, about S inches wide and 2 deep. 
The box Is divided Into two compartments, an 
upper and a lower one, both of which reach 
the entire length of the case. 
In the upper 
half there Is a flat piece of glass, upon which 
the ink with which J;he Impressions are made 
is spread. 
The lower part contains a tube of 
ink, which is the size of a tube of tooth paste; 
a rubber roller for spreading the ink on the 
glass surface, and one or two other mlndr ac- 
couterments. 
A container very nnuch like a 
machine oil can accompanlea the outfit, and In 
the container is a fluid which instantly removes 
the ink from the 
fingers 
after a print has 
been taken. 


When a person opens an account and wishes 
to be protected by the additional guard of the 
finger-print 
system (and with the accounts of 
some classes of people banks reqiiire the system 
be used), the procedure is tf quick and easy one. 
The clerk squeezes a drop of ink on the glass, 
and, with the roller, inks the glass surface 
thoroughly. 
He next takes-the three fingers of 
the applicant, applies the bulbous nail joint of 
each to the Ink, and then makes the Impres- 
sion lightly on the signature card which forms 
part of the bank's permanent records. 
On this 
card the signature of the customer as he will 
sign bis checks, the date of the opening of the 
account and the finger prints of the middle three 
fingers of the right band appear. 


After the impression has been made, the clerk 
saturates a small piece of tissue papper with 
the cleifaslng fluid In the "oil-can" container, 
and wipes the Ink off the fingers with 
one 
movement. 
The fluid Is a 
qulck-evaporatlng 
one, and in a few seconds the fingers are en- 
tirely clean and dry. 
The whole operation, ex- 
cept the iiiking of the glass surface, 5«rhlch on 
an ordinary business day would not be neces-

sary for every customer, requires only thirty- 
one seconda 


Prints Filed Like Signatures. 


• p H E Impression thus obtained is filed away 
exactly as the mere signatures are kept in 
a 
file. 
But, In addition to the pen signature 
which may vary. Nature's Invariable and abso- 
lutely Individual signature has been given the 
bank.. Where this system Is In use, if the pay- 
ing teller of the bank is not satisfied witli the 
signature on a check, he can easily and defi- 
nitely set his doubts at rest by demanding that 
the finger prints of the signer be affixed some- 
where upon the instrument. 
When this is done 
he can compare the original print of record 
with the new "signature" print, and all his 
doubts will be set at rest 
Either the signer 
Is or is not the particular customer of the bank, 
and the Identification will be positive. 


Simplicity and ease of operation; the safe- 
guard to the handling of savings; the practical 
and efficient aid to paying tellers; the impos- 
Eiblllty of forgery; the convenience made pos- 
sible for out-of-town customers, are some of 
the modest advantages users of the system 
claim for it. 
Bankers who have adopted it, 
and there seems to be not many yet, declare 
that they cannot understand how r.ny institu- 
tion like banks and trust companies can bo 
without i t 
They all vouch for its benefilo, 
each one offering some bit of personal expe- 
rience which has made all the virtues of the 
system magnified many times for his particular 
bank. 


Any sucii final check as this which requires 
only half a minute to Initiate, can hardly be 
declared aught else but simple and easy 
to 
operate. 
The reproduction of the signature is 
just as simple, and, in fact, even ink is -not 
necessary 
for a 
customer to reproduce 
his 
finger 
prints. 
The 
customer 
may rub 
his 
fingers through his hair once or twice, and the 
oily substance from tlie hair will serve as a 
sort of Invisible ink, which will be brought <jut 
by a black powder. The impression, made after 
rubbing the fingers through the hair will not 
Appear on the paper or card, but this print, IÎ 
sent to the banker, with due care 
against 
smudging, can be made to appear by the sprin- 
kling of power'over Its surface. 
The powder 
will cling along the ridges of the lingers—the 
oily çart—and roll off every\frher6 else, making 
as perfect a reproduction as though ink had 
been used.

Technic Quickly Learned. 
I 
T IS practically as easy tor the seller to 
check up between the original impression 
which he has on file and the one offered as the 
password to Some one's hard-earned 
money. 
Four or five" days of close application to the 
principles Involved in the study of the surface 
of the finger tips will avail one of the knowl- 
edge necessary for rapid and sure classifica- 
tion and comparison of difïerent prints. 
Tho 
general variations are learned, and then the 
Intricate turns, whorls and loops are studied 
until any sort of a print may be clMsified brlefijr 
by son^e technical term.. 


In order to inake the comparison, the cleric 


takes the proffered print and holds it directly 
aboFe the record card. He compares each finge" 
in order. 
If he is not satisfied with the simi- 
larity of the first finger, he passes on to the 
second, and then to the third. 
The whole mat- 
ter Is only an incident of a few seconds, for 
the - teller becomes ao accustomed to reading 
finger 
prints that it is like reading so many 
words. 


As for the safeguard afforded In the handling* 
of savings, the system probably gives one of 
its best 
services in this respect. 
Ordinary 
cliecks, made dally and passed through 
the 
clearing liouses, can hardly be expected to con- 
tain finger prints which may be examined. 
It 
Is only when tho regular signature is chal- 
lenged that the finger prints are brought Into 
use. 
But where one comes to the paying teller 
to draw out ílíOO or ?500 of accumulated sav- 
ings the prints of the fingers are an infallible 
aid to the banker. 


A clcrk has no means of being sure that the 
man before him, who has John Jones' 
pass 
book, and signs as John Jones, is in reality 
Jones. 
'The clerk does not know Jones per- 
sonally; it Is manifestly impossible for a clerk 
to remember every face he does business with. 
But If the applicant for the savings impresses 
the lines of his fingers on the withdrawal card 
in thli clerk's presence, and thè clerk 
finds 
that those lines correspond with the 
bank's 
records, he may be absolutely certain that he 
is paying the money to the right person.

Soon for Illiterates. 


T 
h e 
efilcacy of the tlnger-prlnt check can 
best be appreciated when used in connec- 
tion with the savings accounts of foreigners 
.and illiterate people. 
The foreign department 
of a bank is usually larger than the general 
public has reason to believe. Foreigners, of the 
first 
immigrant typo especially, are hard 
to 
keep track of. 
They are not very particular 
about what English name they happen to use 
from time to time; they ail writ«-more or less 
alike, if they write at all, and they may be 
duped by more knowing relatives or "friends." 


One of the few local banks to use the syste^n 
had a case not long ago of the attempt of a 
foreigner to draw out his dead brother's money. 
He sent a ch^ck. in to the bank, with a signa- 
ture whicli was, as far as tho clerk could teli, 
Identical with tho one on file. And the check 
bore the three required finger prints. 
But the 
clerk could not reconcile the variance in the 
finger 
prints and the similarity of the signa- 
ture. 
He returned the check, asking for an- 
other impression. 
This was supplied, and the 
same difference remained. An Investigation was 
instituted, and revealed that, while he forged 
the name, he used his own fingers to make the 
imprint. 


The same thing applies to Illiterate persons 
who wish to have money 
on deposit 
They 
give their prints In lieu of the anpient and 
almost ,meaningless mark, and the Identifica- 
tion wilt be infallible. No longer will the legend 
"John Jones, his mark," appear on checks and ' 
other documents. 
Instead, the modem version 
•will be "John Jones, his finger prints." 


Paying tellers, once they have adopted the 
system, find it extremely practical and cfllclent 
They can, with this double chock, be positive 
that when they pay out money they are paying 
It out to the rightful payee. 
And they are far 
more'certain that forgeries have b0en reduced 
to the "irreducible minimum" when the In- 
variable finger print accompanies a demand on 
them to pay out the bank's funds: 


It 'is hard to ^^conceive how a forgery could ' 
be perpetrated on a Dank whloh had a teom-j 
plete finger-print system. 
In the first place, ^o 


two Angers have ever been known to bo iden- 
tical, and certainly three fingers of one print 
could never coincide with three fingers on an- 
other, unless the same hand made both. 
There 
Is one alleged slight weakness in the scheme, 
and that is the possibility that a rubber stamp 
might be made of a print and the stamp u.serl 
to obtain funds by mail or messenger. 


A rubber stamp could undoubtedly be made 
of a finger print by the same process that a 
signature can be reproduces on a rubber hand 
stamp. 
But obvious difficulties exist 
which 
make such a possibility so remote as to be negli- 
gible. 
One has only to ask, "How would a 
fotger obtain a print of some active man's 
fingers without that man's knowledge and con- 
sent, and without arousing Ms suspicions?" 
The likelihood of such an occurrance is almost 
beyond comprehension.

Former Detective Explains. 


T 
HE question was referred to a former I^pUce 
authority, 
IVIicbael 
Cremin, 
a 
oneAime 
' honor man in the St. Louis detective ior«;e and 
for the last seven years with the Third National 
Bank of St. Louis. For the last few months, 
since the installation of the system by his em- 
ployers, Cremin has been the expert In charge 
Qt Its operation throughout the bank. 


When approached on the possibility of repro- 
ducing a man's finger prints on a rubber stamp, 
Cremin smiled quizzically and then asked In re- 
turn the question, "How are you going to get 
his fingers?'* 


Cremin was very enthusiastic In his apprecia- 
tion of the system. He declares it to be an in- 
valuable asset to the foreign department of any 
bank and does not understand how a larg-) 
banking institution can afford to remain long 
without the system. In his three years' experl- 
Whce with the system Cremin has not found any 
cne—foreigner. 
Illiterate or 
up-to-the-minute 
American—who has not Instantly recognized the 
value/of the scheme and been not only wllUns 
but eager to record his finger prints. 


T H E _ r O R G E R y 


"A bank -win absolutely approach the mini« 
mum of loss through fraud and forgeries If 
served by the perfect checking means which the 
finger-print 
records make available. 
For the 
money expended to install such a sj'stein, a 
bank is remunerated many times over in the In- 
creased security afforded its customers, the In- 
fallible surety given the teller and in the goo4 
Will which it will make for Itself in the cfiTort 
further to safeguard Its patrons," Cremin «aid.

Lines Never Change. 


F 
INGER-PRINT records are possible because 
of the physiological construction of the tip« 
of the fingers. The firfger tips, the palm of the 
hand and the sole of the foot are parts of the 
body in which millions of tiny sweat glands are 
concealed beneath the epidermis. These glands 
never change from, infancy to death. They flU 
the ducts between the lines which appear when 
the impressrion of the finger is made. The white 
lines on a finger print are the ducts of these 
sweat glands, and the black lines, which make 
the Impression, are the normal skin surface, 
which is not disturbed by the presence of the 
many ducts just beneath the surface. 


It is only permanent mjury to the glands 
themselves which can destroy the finger print 
of a person. The skin on the fingers may be en- 
tirely peeled off, but the glands which remaJn 
under the surface will Just as surely remark the 
finger with th% lines and curves of the old skin. 
Even an accident which soars a finger tip will 
leave enough points of similarity to be relied , 
upon for identification. 


Insurance companies may save a lot of trouble 
In obtaining proof of death if they employ this 
means of checking up deceased policy holder«. 
In fact. It has become no Idle suggestion to have 
every fiian, woman and child registered in a fin* 
ger print bureau established and maintained by 
the government. If such a day ever comes ther* 
will be no more cases of mistaken identity. 
Banks are saying, "Why not Insure against mis- 
taken Identity now?" And they, are going aheaâ 
on the proposition with keen alacrity. 
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l í E R B are ever so many peo- 
ple 
who 
imagine 
that the 
little 
tent 
melodrama 
and 
wagron 
circus 
are obsolete, 
and when they do run 
up 
on one, playing a one-night 
stand In a little inland town

Broadway show which once made a hit on the 
great 
amusement 
highway, 
but the 
wagon 
Khow called him, so he bought a wide-brimmsd 
hat, a red a n d yellow vest, a little outfit and 
left B'way forever. 


There is another showman who w a s b o m and 
bred in the "one-night stand" business. He h M 
never played "300 nights on Broadway," but h« 
!s a master in his trade, and anyhow, it isn't 
safe to let him see you laugh lest he pull out of 
his jeans a roll of yellow backs t h a t will make 
your own little roll seem like a kid's pig bank 
in the United States Mint. 


It matters not, however, whether your show is 
introduced on Broadway in New Tork or on 
Main street In Podunk. you have to let the skep- 
«cAl New Yorkers and the credulous Podunkera 
know that yours is the greatest Show of Ita 
kind ever produced, and this , you have to do 
through the one universal, cosmopolitan, demo- 
cratic picture book which every one looks at. 
every one understands and by which every one 
5s more or less influenced in his daily life. 
It 
is t l i f i billboard. 


There are scores of our up-to-the-minute folk 
ulio 
would 
disbelieve a m a n who made 
the 
Htatiinciit 
that 
there are 
more 
little 
wagon 
Hliows traveling about the coimtry today than 
tli-ro was in the olden days before the railroad 
seivice was established, and before those be- 
vilflerntK three-ring spectacles were ever intro- 
iu'-cfi to amaze us.

Vet statistics prove that the wagon show Is 
tliiiviiig. 
Many of them, indeed, are Alaborato 
"affairs. 
Tliere are li-an ten to forty wagons, 
-ath loaded with two io four tons of show ac- 
cssoriés and carrying the whole of the outfit, 
including the talent of the affair. 


These little ^x^son shows make 
inland 


towns off the railroads aiid evert do a thriving 
business in more progressive cities of several 
thousand 
inhabitants. ' "The Spaulding Circus" 
R'as one of these 
well-kn(j>wn wagon shows of 
:he olden days. 
I t traveled from town to t6wn 


throughout 
ihe Western and Middle 
Western 
States for several decades and settled a t length 
In St. Louis, Mo., on the spot t h a t Is now one 
of the oldest theaters of the <îity and which waa 
until last year one of the Shubert houses, the 
Olympic Theater. 
The theater, however, 
has 
been closed down. 


An automobile show is the latest show on 
wheels that has been put on the road. A three- 
ring circus Is assembling In New York even 
now to begin its season in the spring. One hun- 
dred motor trucks and touring cars will carry 
the outfit and the actors, and the show will 
travel through the Bast and West in a coast- 
to-coast tour. 
/ 


The value of such a conveyance is not neces- 
sarily that the show can make only the Inland 
towns, but It saves an enormous expense In 
railroad transportation. 
The minimum 
charga 
for each move t h a t one car makes on the rail- 
road is $25, and, of course, the move of 
a 
larger 
circus 
Is in 
proportion. 
With 
motor 
trucks a n amusement can make a town a day 
without the enormous transportation 
expense 
which, perforce, is one of the greatest items of 
the exchequer. 
An automobile show has not 
been tested before, and the circus men 
are 
waiting with interest to see how well this new 
company will succeed. 


That the little wagon show is lucrative can 
best be demonstrated by some of the stories told 
by Walter Donaldson of St. Louis, one of the 
heads of the largest independent printing coni- 
pany in America, at which firm most of the 
amusement posters are put out for great a n d 
little shows. 
Donaldson also Is the président of 
the C. O. M. A., which organization of the car 
owner's managers is the largest of its 
kind 
among showmen. 
.. "One day," Donaldson related, "a blfi, lanky, 
country fellow came into the office and 
said 
his name was 'Cobble' and t h a t be was going 
to start a show. 


" 'Got a little gypsy outfit,' he. told me, 'and 
I w a n t some paper on credit.' 
I asked 
htm 
w h a t sort of an equipment he had, and he an- 
swered that Bill Hall had let him have an ele- 
phant on credit and he h a d a little gllUe outfit 
that he was going to travel about with. 
With 
the elephant a s the drawing attractlort and a 
few amateur performers he was aiming to s t a r t 
out on his circus career. 
^ 


"When he told me that he was going to call 
his gypsy outfit 'the Monroe's Mighty Shows' 1 
found the name irresistible, and gave him a line 
of paper that suited 'his needs, on credit 


"At the end of the season Cobtoie came oack 
to the office and 1 asked him how the show had 
gone. 
It had been a rainy, muddy Bummer. and 
Cobble said that the show had not gone so 'W^I^ 


" 'Had a lot of trouble with my little outfit,' 
he said. 
'Elephant had to do a lot of walking 
on flint roads, and he wore his hool^ all off and 
his feet got so sore that I had to have a set of 
shoes made to order for him. They cost me $00 
a set, and the derned animal wore out four seta 
during the summer. 


" 'I've made 
$12,000 offen 
the little 
outfit, 
though.' Cobble added naively, 
'and now: I'm. 
going to quit the show business and buy /ne a 
little farm.' 
Satisfied with his earnings of one 
season. Cobble did buy himself a farm and is 
today leading a bucolic and happy life in Ar- 
kansas, having forsaken forever his calling as 
a ringmaster." 


Elephants Are Attached. 
Another wagon show that did not have such 
good luck was a two-elephant Affair that played 
throughout 
the State 
of Texas. 
These 
ele- 
phants» unlike the popular- conception of 
the 
beast, docile, patient and mild, were 
notori- 
ously ferocious. 
The showmen failed to pay. 
any of their printing bills, and hid with their 
beasts and equipment in some out-of-the-way 
Texas village, where their creditors could not 
find theip. 
They were, after some months, dis- 
covered, and Donaldson wired the constable, to., 
attach the elephants. 


The village constable and sheriff went out to 
the grounds where the little circus was camp- 
ing and boldly demanded that the elephants be 
produced for debts. 


"There they are. gentlemen," the owner said, 
graciously, waving a hand toward a cage where 
the beasts were confined,'"just take 'em along, 
and welcome." 


The offlcors made toward the elephants and 
the elephants made toward them.,, ^The busi- 
ness of attaching two such wild aiiimals was 
out of the line of those officials, and they left 
the place and wired for more bonds.. 
They 
were sent, but before the day w a i ended more 
wires came for more bonds, arid the constable 
and sheriff did a great business of stalling. 
At 
length a wire went up to the printers that they 
could "send some of their own men down If they 
wanted them derned wild critters attached for 
their d e b t s ^ t h e y weren't almln' to be killed as 
yet by any" such onery elfephants." 
, 


Elephants are Inevitable in circus life, but 
they are not always a draw. 


pne instance cited by Donaldson was that pt 
the simpleton who went to see the show.. Whfen 


he came up to the elephant and saw the beast 
for the first time In his life, he let out a whoop 
of terror and burst through the, crowds, 
not 
sl£Vckening his run until he reached his home.^ 


"By cracky," he exclaimed, "I didn't know 
I'd ever live to see a cow with her tail a t both 
ends!" 


The life of a show is sometimes amazingly, 
long. 
Donaldson told of a little one-car show 
of the olden days called "Allen's Now O r i e l s 
Minstrels," that traveled for seventeen 
years, 
both summer and winter, and did not, in all 
that ttmo, 
fail to make a town a day. 
Wher- 
ever they went they were preceded by the bill- 
poster man with his gaudy bills proclaiming tlie 
"grand time a-comin,"' the necessary 
prelim- 
inary to evei-y succcssful show. > 


Uncle Tom's Cabin Playing. 


Every one Is rpore or less faniiliar with the 
bircus and 
minstrel, 
but there are many 
to 
whom the "repertoire show" is a 
thing un- 
known. 
If they believe them to be obsolete, 
they need but look ox'er the catalogues of the 
stock amusements of a printing company.

Many thinli the country v.-ould ba helpless. 
Otlicrs believe ihat we 'i\ould be overwhelmed 
|jy Hiiperior force, even if we put up a good 
Bght. 


Both ideas are wrong-. The United States has 
no .-iucli military preparedness as has Germany. 
But tlie nati&n 
that 
"tackles" 
this country, 
thinking it -\vill find easy prey, will make a bad 
''mistake. 


In the lir.st place, the American navy's marks- 
manship can overcome a great disparity 
in 
numbers. 


In tlie second placc, although the amount of 
military ¿<rms in tliis country Is small, com- 
pared to those existing in other countries. Undo 
Bam would malie a flrst-class sho-wlng -when it 
came to a fight. 


Thirdly, v,o have manufacturing plants that 
are already being turned to advantage in the 
inanuracture 
of 
ammunition. 
Plants of th's 
sort, developed to their highest extent, would 
give us a capacity of producing ammunition 
that would overwhelm the production of any 
other country. 


It is true that we are desperately in need of 
fast cruiscr ba,ttle.ships, of cruiser scouts and 
of many supply ships in the navy. We would 
have to depend upon "the man behind 
the 
gun •' as we did in the Spanish-American war, 
i. 
aae ccnllict actually broke forth. 


tiie tide of battle would not turn against 
this country for many months. Rudyard Kip- 
Ung, wiio, in his tour tlirough the United States, 
BpoKe affectionately of this "great, fat, unpro- 
tected country," probably may have been mis- 
taken about our unreadiness. 
At the time he 
visited the United States, prior to the Spanish- 
A.merican war, our army consisted of about 
25,000 men. 
lie paid a high tribute to the char- 
Bcter of the men in the service, devoting a 
large part of one article to a young soldier he 
found patrolling a post in Yellowstone Park and 
easily sitting a 
half-broken 
horse that was 
mado almost unmanageable by the continuous 


roar of a big waterfall near by.

System of Defense Evolved. 


A MKltICA ha.s developed since then. In spit® 
of the fact that we citizens ar« prone to 
5lt back and look at things too complacently, 
Dur security has not been overlooked. 
We have a board of officers in the army and 


navy, hampered, it is true, by small appropria- 
tions and by congresses that are riddled with 
politics. But these same officers have managed 
to evolve a sytem of defense, in spite of handi- 
caps, that will give this country more than the 
average "fighting chance" against any nation 
that Is foolish enough to try conclusions with it. 


Many of the preparations made by the army 
and navy boards are not known to the average 
citizen. This is as It should be. It is not beat 
for the knowledge of everything that is being 
done to be published, so foreigners can leam 
of it. 
So long as we have good, active men in- 
telligently directing our military preparations 
we can rest assured of the results. 


Marksfnanship has always been featured in 
our navy. 
We can count on the results. If th« 
battl® off the Skaggerack, wherein both English 
and German 
battle 
fleets 
claim vlctofly, had 
been fought with an American fleet taking part 
there would be no question of the outcome. 


Both fleets on that occasion claimed "low visi- 
bility," or a foggy and hazy condition of th« 
atmosphere, as the reason for their low per- 
centage of hits. 
Under similar circumstances, 
oft the 
training 'grounde' 
near 
Guantanamo 
Bay, in Cuba, the American navy has made 
treble the number of hits actually recorded. 


The first «tep as hostilities «tart. Is the im- 
mediate order mobilizing the army and 
the 
navy. Every available man and every available 
piece of war equipment would be brought into 
service. 


When the European war began It was esti- 
mated that 750,000 Springfleld rifles of the 1908 
pattern were in the hands of the regular troops 
and of the militia. 
At the same time. It was 
knov/n that 385,000 rifles of thl^Krag-Jorgensen 
type, such as were used in the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war, were being held in storage. 
These 
Krag rifles are an effective arm and the ef- 
forts made by the Russian and other govern- 
ments to buy them tvom the United States at 
an early stage of this war aroused widespread 
publicity.

Springfield Is Best Bifle. 


T 
HE Krags are not as powerful as the Spring- 
fleld, but they are considered a better arm 
than tho Mauser, which the Boers used in the 
South African -war. At that time, it was con- 
sidered remarkable that the Boers could pick 
off men at BOO yards, shooting from behind 
cover. 
Today the point-blank 
rang« of 
the 
Springfield rifle is 530 yards, due to an ad- 
justment of the sights. 
The actual flight of 
the bullet, wherein it was a practically level 
course, la about 300 yards. 
The variation in 
this distance is only a few inches. 


The bpringfleld is the universal arm of the 
service today. 
It is used by cavalry, infantry 
and coast artillery. 
The field artillery is armed 
only with the .43-caliber automatic pistol, to 
supplement 
their 
field 
pieces. 


Tho Springfield Is said to be the finest mili- 
tary Tlfle In the world. It has a velocity of 2700 
feet per second and has a "smashing power" 
second to no, military rifle in the world. 


Ever since this war started the United States 


Government has been manufacturing rifles at 
both the Hock Island and Frankfort arsenals. 
Just how many have been produced Is jun- 
knowri. 
The eovernment has wisely kept slleiH 
about that. 
At the same time, field belts and 
other equipment have been turned out In large 
numbers. 


Even if we had only the amount of rifles with 
which this war started, we would have enough 
to equip 
more 
than 
1,000,000 men—for 
tho 
Krags would be perfectly serviceable for usa 
by the militia and all the big battles in Europe 
have been fought at a range that is well -within 
the limits of the rifle. 
Moreover, with 
the 
number of plants now producing ammunition for 
war, -vi'e could easily turn out a supply of 
cartridges equal to that produced by foreign 
countries. 
This production could be increased 
indefinitely If occasion arose. 


One million armed men could easily stand 
off any force that attempted to land in this 
country, unless' our 
fleet 
Is destroyed. 
Wa 
have ibfiie Of the largest transports in the world 
in the American service, plying between this 
country and the Philippines. 
Among them are 
the Thomas and the Sheridan. 
The Sumna-* 
recently ran aground off the New Jersey Coast 
and was broken up by the waves. 


One of these large ships could easily carry 
2200 men. 
So if any foreign nation were to 
send out a fleet of transports. It can be seen 
how huge a number It would take to establish 
a "landing base" in this country and also how 
so vaat a fleet would become vulnerable to at- 
tacks by our cwn submarines. 


That foreign vessels would have an advan- 
tage over our own ships in point of speed is 
certain. 
They might be able to locate our own 
fleet, then steam around It to aome unprotected 
section of the coast, and land their men. 
But 
it does not seem as if this move would profit 
them to any great extent. 


The enemy might devastate the coast and 
capture a town or two. 
But they would never 
be able to land re-enforcements. Moreover, mo«t 
of our Eastern coast is low lying and Intervals 
of swamps in the SouthernN&tates would make 
a 
landing impra«ticable there.' 
They 
never 
could pull heavy artillery through those re- 
gions. 


In the more Northern'States tho centraliza- 
tion of railroads would mak« It easy to rush 
troops to the scene that could block any at- 
tempt 
at 
a 
permanent 
landing. 
Desperate 
battles, of course, would ensue, but there could 
be no question of the final outcome. 
Unless an 
alliance was formed with Mexico by some for- 
eign power, our boundary lines would be prac- 
tically safe from invasion.

Destroyers Main Fighteri. 


F 
OLLOWING the mobilization of all branches 
of the service and the Issuance of abun-' 
dant supplies to all, our naval destroyers prob- 
ably would be ordered to take the seas ^t once. 


We have at least seventy-six destroyers ifit 
for sea service. They are among our most val- 
uable vessels, both for scouting purposes and 
for actual defense They »re the especial Nemo- 
sis of submarines. 


Even the destroyers of the type of 1898, when 
3-pound and G-pound guns were thought sufll- 
cient armament for the Spanish-American war, 
would be ships that could sasUy handle any 
submarine. 
It Is tru« the "untersee" 
boats 
carry 3 and 4 Inch rifles, throwing shells weigh- 
ing from 38 to 40 pounds. But they cannot bring 
them into action quickly and the destroyers of 
the older pattern could puncture the thin shell 
of a submarine with so many 6-pound shells 


that the boat would be rendered unseavforthy 
while a hostile submarine was unshipping Its 
gun. 
> 


If the range was too much for the older type 
of destroyer, It probably could steam into r.nige 
of the submarine before the latter boat coulU 
get its larger guns into action. 


Our older 
type 
of de.stroyers still possess 
enough speed to hold their own with any ¡ship 
afloat, except the newest jnode^s of their kind. 
And to meet the new models developed by for- 
eign nations we have ships like the Jacob Jones, 
of 1050 tons displacement and of great speed. 
These ships aro armed with 5-inch guns, a sin- 
gle shell from which will make a submarine 
look like a sieve. The thin plates of tho under- 
water boats cannot stand the explosive power 
of the new form of shrapnel that has been de- 
veloped for th« purpose of fighting submarines^ 


On© or two destroyers of this pattern would 
protect 
any port 
from the 
attacks of light 
cruisers such as the Emden and the Karlsruhe— 
the 
commerce 
destroyers 
that 
created such 
havoc on the ocean some time since. 


The Efeden was sunk by tho cruiser Sidney of 
the Australian fleet oft the Cocos Islands. The 
Karlsruhe Is supposed to have been blown up 
near the British East Indies after the com- 
mander of the ship found that the vessel had 
been crippled by striking a reof. 


Our destroyers would be the ships In demand 
by foreign, powers. Every additional destroyer 
means that the submarine menace is lessened. 
If we could send fifty destroyers to the English 
channel, that is all that could be required of 
our 
fleet.

'«Unbroken Line of Defense." 


T 
HE 
American navy 
has 
admittedly been 
built on the principle of having an "un- 
broken line of defense" along the coast. It has 
repeatedly been announced that the fleet is not 
intended for offensive purposes or to attack any 
nation. On this ground the designers justify the 
slow speed that characterizes most of our ships 
—a factor that might prove serious in time of 
war, so fai< as we are concerned. 


It was all right to talk about the "unbroken 
line of defense" when battleships the world 
over averaged only seventeen knots In speed. 
Today, however, every leading nation in the 
world has battle cruisers with a speed of thirty 
knots—equivalent to thirty-four miles per hour 
on land—and Hhe United States does not possess 
a single battle cruiser. 


Several have been provided for, but it will be 
two years ibefore they are in commission. 


We have some huge ships like the Arizona. 
Pennsylvania and the recently launched Misslu- 
slppi. What will their size avail it a submarine 
torpedoes them? 
It is on the destroyers the 
fleet will h«ve to depend to protect those great 
ships which will deliver the crushing blows In 
action. 


The 14-inch guns of the 'Pennsylvania, con- 
structed since criticism arose of lack of range 
of some of our guns, probably can shoot as 
far as the 15-ihch guns of the Queen Elizabeth." 
the battleship of tho British fleet that took so 
prominent a part in storming the Dardanelles. 


The Queen Elisabeth has a speed of twenty- 
five knots or nearly twenty-nine miles per hour, 
and in this respect 
the 
British 
have shown 
themselves cleverer than ourselves. 
There is 
little question but that the Pennsylvania could 
sink the Queen Elizabeth if the English ship 
would agree to fight on even terms. But it is 
certain that the Srltlsh vessels would not du 
this. 
It would steam awky from our own bat- 
tleship, trusting to its superior speed, and would 
pick its own time and conditions for fighUas. 


All our big ships -svould have to be held near 


the coast in time of war. 
We have enough sub- 
marines to protect them. 
Moreover, they prob- 
ably -ivould be kept under the shelter of the big 
g}iija of our fortifications like those "at New- 
York, Boston and the entrance to Chesapeake 
Bay. 


With a cloud of our older destroyers in frout 
of them, with nets arranged like the British 
have done along the English Channel and with 
mines laid as modem warfare has proved prac- 
ticable, there -would be Éttle danger of any, for- 
eign power invading our shores.

Better Defense System. 


T 
O BEGIN with, although there are fewer 
battleships of the flrpt class in our navy 
than in any of the few fleets likely to attack 
us, wo have a much better system of defense. 
Any fleet desiring to attack us would have to 
steam a long distance across the ocean. 
Natu- 
rally, our subraarincs and destroyers 
would 
not be idle in that period. 


There are no coaling stations for foreign pow- 
ers on this side of the Atlantic—or 
Pacitlc, 
either. 
Pearl Harbor, at Hawaii, -would prove 
a mighty hard nut for any foreign power to 
crack. The Western coast of the United States 
is, roughly speaking, 7000 miles from Japan. 


The ease with which a foreign force could 
land on some of the unprotected portions of our 
coast cannot be denied. 
But the ease with 
which such a force could be wiped out cannot be 
dented, either. 


Suppose some force landed and took posses- 
sion of a tract in the low-lying lands south 
of Norfolk. 
What cculd they do? 
Th© hug« 
guns that were hauled over the magnificent 
roads of Belgium to bombard Namur and other 
points, could not be used there. 
The mere 
weight of the weapons would submerge them. 


As for entering Chesapeake Bay Itself,, that 
•would be one thing that every American would 
like to see an enemy try In time of war. 
Th-i 
narrow mouth of the harbor, the big guns of 
Fortress Monroe, the skillful mining of 
the 
entrance 
that 
Is known 
to exist—all 
these 
-would make an entrance by an enemy decidedly 
unhealthy. 


The same could be said of the forts in San 
Francisco 
Bay, 
where the old fortlflcationa 
known by the name of Fort Winfleld Scott and 
Fort Baker still exist. 


In a little concrete shelter far under the de- 
fenses at the Presidio, opposite San Francisco, 
there Is «n elaborate form of periscope that 
resembles what is known as the camera ob- 
scura. 
This was a device used by showmen in 
the old days and one of the devices was tried 
In St. Louis soon after the panorama on Wash- 
ington .»venue was abolished. It -was a series of 
lenses, showing everything that passed on the 
street. 


This showman's toy has been turned to ad- 
vantage. 
In the little concrete cave tliat is 
Spoken oti there Is a mirror with lenses above 
it, showing every, section of San Francisco Bay 
and its approaches. 
But that 'little mirror is 
also divided Into squares.^ When a ship steams 
over one of those squares, its exact location is 
known. 
All that would be necessary In time 
of war would be to press a tiny button con- 
nected with a mine—and that ship would cease 
to exijtt except as good matter for the f ^ n t 
pscea of tho, newspapers.

I 
F JAPAN took a notion to invade us. she, 


niVht possibly send ships that would reach 
pur coastal ranges. 
She eould run ships dose 


to shore above or below San Francisco—df thef 
were fast enough—and land troops. 
But -wh»l 
could the troops do? 


ThAy might ravage a few California towns 
and probably would. 
They could never cross 
the mountain ranges that 11« between them and 
this section of the country. The nightmare that 
seems to exist hi some California minds, about 
Japan getting a foothold on our shores and 
holding all the country west of those ranges, 
reckons entirely without our fleet. The fleet could 
oasib go through the Panama Canal and Japan 
has notliing afloat, as yet, that could 
whip 
' ciir ships. 
If Japanese aotually landed they 
might prove a valuable asset in building good 
roads on ^ the Western coast, for they surely 
would be made prisoners when the American 
ships shut off their source of supplies. 
More- 
over, those -who had Invaded the California 
towns and "stood them on their heads" prob- 
ably would have an uncomfortable time of it. 


Japan will not be likely to invade California 
In a hurrj", except by -way of sending peaceful 
workers over here—and the American 
immi- 
gration law^s have a good deal to say about that. 


But suppose a war actually should start with 
some nation. 
What would be done in an in- 
land city like St. Louis? 


To begin with, plans have already been pre- 
pared and are on file in every army office ahO'V- 
ing what steps would be taken. In any case, 
where a declaration oi war is proclaimed, there 
is a law^less element that tries to plunder por- 
tions of communities when the male defender« 
are sent to the front 


In New York, when drafting was attempted 
during the civil war. serious rioting occurred. 
The irresponsible element thought it was a go;><l 
time for outbreaks and tried anarchy. They 
were quickly suppressed. 


The plan laid out by the War Department is 
simple. 
We have many men in this «country 
who know how to use firearms and who are ex- 
pert shots with rifles and -revolvers, although 
they never have had military training. Many ol 
these men own weapons of their lOwn. 


In Germany and Austria, during the present 
war, troops of the regular army are said tc 
have been used to keep do-svn disorders in somu 
secllofis of tho country. 
This might be neces- 
sary In tho United States, in case of war, il 
there is a large foreign-bom population in any 
city. 
' 


The plan devised Is to have all citizens pos- 
sessing rifles or shotguns and who wish to serv« 
their own government turn those weapons in ic 
some branch established by the army and to" 
have another weapon Issued in^ exchange. 


For instance, one leading manufactory of re- 
peating flrcarnis has announced thaL more than 
600,000 guns 
of 
the' 44-40 caliber—a type ol 
weapon developed in 18T3—had been Issued. A 
32-20 model and a 38-40 model also were put ov 
tho market at the same time and had heavy 
sales. 
Ammunition for such weapons can be 
obtained everywhere. 


If fifty weapons of 44-40 caliber can be col- 
lected from citizens who wish to form a "home 
guard," thoy will be Issued to on© company. All 
ammunition will be taken in at tho same time. 
Thus every man in the company will have the 
same type of gun. The owner will, be glveh a 
receipt for his own weapon, if It happens to be 
of different caliber, and It will be Iss&ed to an- 
other man. 


The fact that the averSge American is accus- 
tomed to the use of firearms would pteve of 
value in time of war. Men wito -would be hope- 
lessly retired , in other'countries because of their 
lack of knowledge of weapons could readily b« 
msde Into a "home guard" here.

Washington, Feb. 17.—The govern- 


ment today filed its brief In the su- 
preme court in the dissolution suit 
against the International Harvester 
company, its officers and directors, ap- 
pealed from the federal court in Min- 
nesota, which ordered the dissolution 
of the company. 


There is no such thing as a good or 


benevolent trust within the meaning 
of the Sherman law, the government 
contends, and all combinations which 
break down the competitive system 
are in restraint of trade. After an ex- 
haustive review of authorities and of 
declarations by Senator Sherman, au- 
thor of the measure at the time of its 
passage, the brief continues: 


"It is apparent that tho objection to 


substituting a despotic organization of 
industry for the competitive system 
were quite as much social and political 
as economic and therefore it would 
not have satisfied congress to be told, 
as we arc told in this case, that the

Difficulties Are Almost as 


Serious as the Food 


Situation. 


Berne, Switzerland, Feb. 17, via 


Paris.—(By a Staff Correspondent of 
the Associated Press.)—Although the 
most serious of the great problems 
which today occupy the attention of 
the German leaders is the food ques- 
tion, of almost equal importance is the 
situation presented by transportation 
difficulties. 
Until the present winter 


these difficulties were felt but little 
and were not recognized generally as 
constituting a major problem until the 
shortage of oils has made it impos- 
:>y reason of the lack of rolling stock, 
:he depreciation of freight cars nnd 
the sudden cold spell which hindered 
or prevented transportation of 
the 


most necessary 
foods to centers of 


population. 


At the beginning of the war Ger- 


many had a surplus of railway car- 
riages, freight care and locomotives, 
which had 
been provided expressly 


against emergency. 
In consequence 


transportation in the first two years 
of the war was adequate for all the 
unusual demands made upon it, not- 
withstanding the extension of territory 
served. 


The conquest of Belgium resulted 


in the capture of a. comparatively large 
number of Belgian freight cars which 
today may be seen everywhere in Ger- 
many, Poland. Lithuania, Austria- 
Hungary, Serbia and even Rumania. 


The factories in which rolling stock 


ordinarily Is produced and repaired, 
however, are needed urgently at pres- 
ent for other purposes. Moreover, the 
shortage of oils has made it im pos- 
•Ible to keep the-cars in proper con- 
dition. Such few cars as were cap- 
tured In Russia have been found un- 
available 'because they are of broader 
gauge. 


The German surplus, deteriorating 


from month to month, has gradually 
gone to pieces. 
Shortly 
before the 


correspondent left Berlin it was said 
by unusually outspoken railway offi- 
cials as "miserable." 


The problem has been Increased by 


the necessity of shifting troops fre- 
quently between the western and east- 
ern fronts to counteract 
offensive 


movements of the allies. 


Beginning with last fall the canals 


and rivers had come to be used more 
and more for the transportation of 
foodstuffs, partly because boats have 
a. longer life than cars. Then came 
the cold, which froze everything but 
the largest rivers and even stopped 
transportation on the Rhine for a 
:ime. 
Every city In Germany had 


ong felt the pinch from the lack of 
horses, automobiles and other means 
of short haul transportation. 


This, In combination with tho stop- 


page of water traffic and the great re- 
duction In the number of trains, has 
brought trying need 
to 
the larger 


cities. 
Centers like Berlin have not 


even their scant allotment of potatoes, 
flour and other commodities. The ar- 
rival of spring and warmer weather 
will help the situation, but not great- 
y, becauso It will merely make water 
transportation again possible.

Washington. 


Washington, D. C.. Feb. 17.—A total 


of 2.780 vessels passed through the 
Panama canal up to January 1 last 
since it was opened to traffic August 
15, 1914. Their gross tonnage was 
13,085.536 and the total cargo car- 
ried was 11,652,405 tons. 


The figures are for tweleve and a 


honths out of a total elapsed time of 
twenty-eight and a half months, tho 
canal having bcen closed because of 
slides and other reasons for the re- 
mainder of tho period. Tho coastwlso 
trade based on net tonnage, was slight- 
ly over S per cent In 1910 as against 
27 per cent In 1!H5 and 41.4 per cent 
In 1914. Tolls collected last year from 
tho coastwise trade were $59,782. This 
low figure Is due to the fact that twen- 
ty-nine of the ships wore government 
vessels exempt from tolls. The aggro- 
gate revenue from tolls was $3,677,695 
as against a cost of operation and 
malntainance of $7,142,124.

Largest Armies Tet Assem- 


bled in World War Soon 


to Come to Grips. 


British Headquarters 
in France, 


Feb. IT—Via London, Feb. 17—(From 
Staff Correspondent of The Associated 
Press.)—The cold which has held the 
western front frost bound for nearly 
a month, is gradually moderating and 
there is an unmistakable quickening 
which tells of the approach of spring 
and foreshadows the coming to grips 
of the largest armies yet assembled in 
the world war. 


Already these armies are reaching 


towafd each other, 
testing 
various 


parts of the lines and attempting to 
discover the most likely point of con- 
tact for the beginning of the titanic 
struggle that is expected to make this 
the decisive year of the conflict. 


In anticipation of eventualities the 


Germans have removed their village 
populations from the cities and towns 
in proximity to their lines but no such 
precautions have been felt necessary 
behind the ally front. 
Never silent, 


the British guns are beginning to roar 
more steadily. 
Tonight they 
are 


booming with particular violence in 
the sector of the Somme. 
From a 


distance the bombardment might be 
easily mistaken for the 
grumbling 


echoes of a passing summer storm. 
The chorus of guns rises and falls 
like great peals of thunder and there 
are flashes in the darkened sky like 
the play of lightning on the horizon. 


New Groups of Germans. 


New groups of divisions have been 


recently identified along the German 
lines bearing out the reports of great 
troop movements now going on in 
Germany. 
British officers, however, 


say that this concentration is not as 
formidable as it appears at first sight. 
They say that many of the so-called 
new divisions of their opponents are 
merely re-arrangement of old divi- 
sions. These statements are based on 
information carefully collected during 
the continuous trench raids. 


In a raid undertaken this week an 


apparently new Bavarian division was 
located. It was afterward discovered 
that-this corps had been made up from 
regiments taken from older divisions. 
Another maneuver carried out by the 
Germans has been a. combining of reg- 
iments and divisions by which groups 
of twenty-flve of the youngest men 
were taken from each company in the 
line and sent back to Germany to form 
new units or corps d'elite.

Ifew York, Feb. 17.—Owners and 


laments of ships declared today th«-y 
Xrare ready to do their part in re- 
lieving the railroad freight congestion. 
They predicted that shippers -would 
have no canse for complaint that they 
could not find vessels to carry their 
goods—at leant no greater cause than 
existed before the declaration of ths 
German submarine blockade. 


Railroad men were inclined to agree 
that the new submarine campaign 
flayed only a small part In the freight 
situation. They pointed out that b<>- 
for« German edict went into effect 
the British steamship companies re- 
Berved 86 per cent of their cargo space 
for the use of their government. 


The most Important factor in the 


Wtuatlon, they said, was the weather, 
^rhioh had been the worst In many 
years. 


Twenty-one merchant ships arriv- 
ing here yesterday promised greater 
cargo epaos than the port of New York 
lias enjoyed for some time. Fourteen 
of these came through the war zono. 


Attentlon was called, however, to 


the fact that the arrival of so many 
vessels from Europe at thin time did 
not throw much light upon the severity 
of the new submarine peril as It would 
a week hence, because most of them 
had entered the war zone before the 
period of immunity expired on Feb- 
ruary 5. 


"War risk Insurance today showed a 


alight reduction from the high rates 
prevailing since the beginning of the 
German blockade. Quotations that had 
been Invariably 10 per cent for trans- 
Atlantic voyages now range from S to 
9 per cent. The fast Cunarder lines 
have been Insured on an 8 per cent 
basis. Most of the underwriters quote 
8 por cent on armed belligerents and 
American vessels nnd 8 to 9% per 
cent for other neutrals. Rates to tho 
Mediterranean are 11 to 12 per cent. 
Opinion in shipping circles Is that the 
cut. in Insurance is duo to the protec- 
tion offered shipping by convoys and 
patrols within tho war zone nnd to the 
heavy weather which has decreased the 
effectiveness of U-boats.

Press.)—The cold which has held tho 
western front frost bound for nearly 
a month, is gradually moderating and 
there is an unmistakable quickening 
which tells of the approach of spring 
and foreshadows the coming to grips 
of the largest armies yet assembled in 
the world war. 


Already these armies are reaching 


tov/ar'd each other, 
testing 
various 


parts of the lines and attempting to 
discover the most likely point of con- 
tact for the beginning of the titanic 
struggle that is expected to make this 
the decisive year of the conflict. 


In anticipation of eventualities the 


Ccrmans have removed their village 
populations from the cities and towns 
in proximity to their lines but no such 
Jin-cautions have been felt necessary 
behind the ally front. 
Never silent, 


the British guns are beginning to roar 
more 
steadily. 
Tonight 
they 
are 


booming with particular violence in 
the sector of the Somme. 
From a 


distance the bombardment might bo 
easily mistaken for

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The Public and the Corporations 


In the course of his thoughtful, dispassionate and altogether fair- 


minded address before the Quest club on Friday, Hon. James M. Bar- 
rett gave utterance to some -wholesome truths with, reference to the 
corporation and its relation to the public, and the mental attitude of 
the latter toward the corporate organizations that in one way and an- 
other play so gigantic a part in contribution to human profit and hu- 
man welfare in these days. He deprecated, M do all right-thinking 
men, the ruthless and unreasoning antagonism frequently found in 
many quarters toward the corporation, and contended for a spirit of 
fair play and exact justice, measured by unbiased judgment as to 
what the corporation merits in praise or deserves in condemnation. 


That there have been corporations which, deserve denunciation 


for soullessness cannot be denied. In occasional instances conscience- 
less men have used corporate power to work hardships and injustice 
on both their employes and the public, but it is as unfair to take the 
position that all corporations are inquitous as to contend that all men 
are bad. "We think it is undeniably true as well that there is evidenced 
today a change of attitude on the part of corporations as a whole—a 
realization that consideration is due both employes and the public, 
and that a loftier view and a finer aspect is characterizing, the position 
uncl tho practices of the corporations than obtained in earlier days. 


Few things are more difficult than to listen with patience to the 


ranter who is invariably ready to assail the corporation simply be- 
tausc it is a corporation, as though the basic idea that brings men in- 
to association of intellect, of capacity and of capital for the consum- 
mation of big things and serviceable things far beyond the possibility 
of individual effort were unnterxably wrong and always to be con- 
demned. This sort of spirit has been occasionally noted in the attitude 
lit' :i portion of the public toward the transportation utilities in Fort 
Wayne, jis an example. They have been often compelled to battle 
iipainst, and frequently accept with reluctance demands in one form 
or another that were manifestly unjust and which saddled upon them 
burdens well-nigh unbearable. That is because their foes were in mil- 
itant array while others who realized that injustice was being done 
did not feel called upon to invite embroilment in matters which con- 
cerned them no more than they concerned other citizens of the city. 


The corporation, like the individual, is not perfect, but it is im- 


proving. It is better today than ever before in its history. It is do- 
ing more, doing it, better and contributing a larger measure of service 
to the public. This improvement is manifestly the direct result of the 
better understanding that the corporation, as Mr. Barrett points out, 
is not in fact a creation of his Satanic majesty, but an association of 
skilled and schooled men, all of them, men of capacity and most of 
them men of high personal integrity, whose work is unquestionably 
the largest single factor in the industrial and commercial develop- 
ment of the country. We owe the corporation an acknowledgement of 
this latter fact, and as the corporation and the general public get 
closer together and come to understand each other better, each will 
find the other a pretty good fellow, after all.

warfare will have its effect in a lessened demand on the housewife's 
purse for the reason that curtailment of food exports will have the 
effect of lowering prices on the commodities she must buy to supply 
her table.

We know that foods spoil for two 


.reasons! 


The most important reason is that 


there are present all about us tiny I 
plants too small for us to see, which ! 
we call micro- organisms. 
These mi- 


cro-organisms like tho same food we 
like—meat, bread, vegetables. 


Most of our plants can manufac- 


ture from the air and water and soil 
the food which they 
need. 
These 


plants, micro-organisms, which are 
s.> small and so numerous, cannot do 
tbis. They prefer to live on our food, 
and in the process of helping them- 
selves, they in most cases render the 
food unfit for use. 


Jn order to keep our food 
sweet 


ami clean, then, we must kill any of 
these plants that may have pot into 
it before it comes to us; and we must 
Iirevciit any others from getting in; 
or else we must keep it under such 
conditions that any which may be 
present cannot thrive and brin gabout 
their destructive work. 


The second reason for the spoiling 


of foods is not so easy to explain. 
We know there is a great difference 
in the ripening of fruits and vege- 
tables. 
For example, an applea. a 


peach, and a quince all ripen dlf- ' 
fereutly. 
' 


The material in the fruit or vege- 


table which causes the ripening so 
characteristic of the different kinds is 
called by the scientist 
nn 
enzyme. 


These, enzymes aided by the heat of 
the sun brings about certain -typical 
changes 
in 
the 
fruit or vegetable 


which we call ripening. 
It is well 


known that if these changes continue 
too long tho fruit 
deteriorates 
in 


quality and finally becomes unfit for 
use. We also know that such changes 
continue after the fruit has been gath- j 
ered. 
| 


We know the flavor of stale vege- 


tables is duo to changes 
brought 


about by these enzymes. Fresh corn 
on-standing becomes less sweet. The 
delicate flavors - of fruits such 
as 


strawberries arc destroyed by 'allow- 
ing them to stand after they have 
been gathered.

In order to sot to work on tho prob- I 


lem of food preservation we must first 
know something about tho two causes 
of decoy, tho 
micro-organisms 
and 


the 
onzymcs, 
the conditions under 


which they .live, .how-they may bo 
destroyed or their action stopped.

British Naval Man Reveals Plan of Great Britain 


to Foil Big U-Boat Campaign Launched by Germans 


Destroyers Circling Mer- 
chant Fleets at Express 
Train Speed Will Act as 
Convoys—Half a Dozen 
Can Protect Thirty Mer- 
chant Vessels. 


(By J. Herbert Duckworth.) 


New York, Feb. 17.—With convoys 


of her newest 40-knot destroyers, 
heavily armed, circling at express 
train speed around fleets of > slow- 
moving merchantmen and freighters, 
Britian expects to frustrate the -latest 
and most menacing tactics of Ger- 
xiiany's submarine blockade. 


Capt. Guy Gaunt, 
R. . N., British 


naval attache, described to me today 
In his office at the British consulate 
the method that will be used to pro- 
tect the cargoes on which Britain 
must depend for her very life. 


"In protecting our mercantile ma- 


rine at the present time we have sim- 
ply to consider the submarine," said 
Capt. Gaunt. 


"Half a dozen fast destroyers will 


be able to afford adequate protection 
to a fleet of, say, thirty merchantmen. 


"The range of vision of a U-boat is 


not more than 
three 
miles. 
This 


means that the destroyers will not be 
compelled to steer a course more than 
three mile's from the ships being pro- 
tected. 


"The bis steamers will take the cen- 


ter of the convoy and the smaller 
tramps the fringe. Now, these small 
ships do not draw much water, which 
will m.ako it necessary for a U-boat 
commander in attempting an attack to 
eet his torpedo to travel at not more 
than three feet below the surface. 


"This would make it very uncertain 


whether the torpedo would ever reach 
Its target, for at but three feet below 
the surface the torpedo would be very 
apt to 'break water.' In coming to the 
surface the torpedo would probably 
bump a wave and have Its 'gyro' all 
upset.

FORIY-RVE YEARS 


ATffiTHROM 


Pennsylvania Engineer H. 


A. Durnell Soon Retires 


to Pension Roll. 


Herman A. Durnell, of 435 Poplar 


Street, one Of the best known Pennsyl- 
vania engineer* In the city and the 
youngest old man of the age, will be 
70 years old March 3 and April 1, will 
be enrolled on the honor list of the 
company. He was born March 3, 1847, 
and took employment as a watchman 
with the Pennsylvania company Feb- 
ruary 24, 1872, after being turned 
down several times when he applied 
for a position as fireman, because of his 
size, for he is a small man and the 
round house foreman, who hired the 
engineers and firemen in those days, 
did not believe him strong enough ?or 
work in the cab. He kept "on the trail" 
of the foreman and 'didn't let a day 
pass without asking him to give him 
work as a fireman and at last the 
"boss" said: "Well, I'll do it, just to 
get rifl of you; I know you can't stand 
the work," and Mr. Durnell became a 
flreman April 1, 1872, and November 
16, 1878. he was promoted to engineer. 
He has been constantly in the service 
_since and today is piloting one of the 
best passenger trains over the line be- 
tween Fort Wayne and Chicago. Mr. 
Durnell can talk interestingly of early 
railroad days. When he commenced 
work most of the engines were wood 
burners aijd it was some task to keep 
xip steam in one of them under unfa- 
vorable conditions. 
Mr. Durnelt re- 


culls a 'time when he was over thirty 
hours in making the trip on a freight 
train between this city and Valparaiso. 
The snow was twenty-two inches deep 
that day and he handled, with what as- 
sistance he received from the other 
rnctnbers of the crew, over twenty 
cords of wood. He had several experl- 
cnces of that kind, but the one men- 
tioned was probably the most trying 
of all.

Bunions are usually due to improper 


shoes. A bunion is ah Inflamation of a 
projecting knob of displaced bone. The 
inflammation is caused by friction. 


Proper "shoes will prevent-most'cases 


and will give reasonable comfort even 
after the bunion has formed, but the 
plioe, ntusj be roomy enough to allow 
for the bunion.

In extreme cases an operation may be 


done, but it is often a greater annoyance 
than'the bunion itself.

Hang-nails are due" to the infection of 


minute slits at the root of the nail. TJic 
slits do not become infected with bac- 
teria unless we are below par physically. 
So we can often judge the st ate of a 
person's health by the condition o£ his 
fingers. 


When the infection works more deep- 


ly into the tissues and forms pus we 
call it n "run-around." .This may have 
to be cut open, but in most cases it Trill 
heal itself like a hang-nail if thexpa- 
tient takes things easy for a while and 
increases his allowance of sleep. 


The nails also give us an idea of one's 


physical condition. 


Brittle and seamed nails usually in- 


dicate some digestive disorder. 


Large venins in the hands and yellow 


blotches on the back of the hand nearly 
always point to some^other. bodily dis- 
turbance. 
. • 


Ingrowing toe nail is also due to an 


infection. It is usually a. wrapping over 
of the flesh next to the nail caused by 
the pressure of the shoe. It does not 
'come to our attention until it becomes 
infected. 


The trouble may often bfl stopped by 


» bit of surgeon's plaster drawn around 
the.' toe so as to pull the flesh back from 
the edge of the nail. 


In long standing cases an operation 


is sometimes necessary. 


Bunions are usually due to improper 


shoes. A bunion is an infiamation of a 
projecting knob of displaced bone. The 
inflammation is caused by friction. 


Proper shoes will prevent most cases 


and will give reasonable comfort even 
after the bunion has formed, but the 
shoe musjj be roomy enough to allow 
Tor the. bunion. 


In extreme cases an operation may be 


done, but it is often a. greater annoyance 
than the bunion itself.

Uid, with the idea to lessen tha possibility of 
raudulent ^dealings, they have taken the means 
thlch the police use to make sure of suspected 
Timfnals. It Is one more link In the chain of 


elaborate check* and balances and alarms which 
bankers use to protect tha trust they have 
from the community. 


With the police departments the finger-print 


record Is only one part of the Intricate Bertillon 
eyitem of personal Identification. 
The police 


do not stop at procuring Impressions of a crim- 
inal's fingers. Rli head 1 • measured, laterally 
and longitudinally; his ears, eyes, nose and 
other Important feature* are all measured and 
th» measurements recorded. With banks, only 
the mere addition of the finger prints on a 8*5 
card Is necessary for providing all the absolute 
and Tlnal means of Identification possible. 


The adaptation which the bankers' use Is 


•omewhat of a departure from the police meth- 
od. Instead of an Impression obtained from all 
ten flneors. a print 1* mad* of the tips of the 
three middle fingers of the right hand; the In- 
dex, tho middle and the third fingers. This Is 
done because, even though no two single fin- 
gers are alike, a busy teller might conceivably 
make a mistake In patterns or types. With 
three separate Impression*, each ha* a dis- 
tinctive pattern, and each la set at an Indi- 
vidual angle having its own peculiar length and 
breadth. When Impression* are taken of three 
fingers, the comparison cannot fall to reveal 
whether the second Imprint I* Identical with 
the first,

Process Easy and Quick. 


IKE process Is a. staple one, neither Irksome 


to the customer nor an additional burden 


to ttle clerk. All the equipment necessary for 
adding the finger prints of customers to their 
signature cards Is contained In a box less than 
12 inches long, about 8 inches wide and 2 deep. 
The box Is divided Into two compartments, an 
upper and a lower one, both of which reach, 
the entire length of the case. In the upper 
half there Is a flat piece of glass, upon which 
the Ink with which the Impressions are made 
is spread. The lower part contains a tube of 
Ink, which la the size of a tube of tooth pasta; 
a rubber roller for'spreading the ink on the 
glass surface, and one or two other minor ac- 
coutermenta. A container very much like a 
machine oil can accompanies the outfit, and la 
the container la a fluid which Instantly removes 
the ink Irom the ^fingers after a print has 
been taken. 


When a person opens an account and wishes 


to be protected by tho additional guard of the 
finger-print system (and with the accounts of 
some classes of people banks require the system 
be used), the procedure Is a quick and easy one. 
The clerk squeezes a drop of ink on the glaaa. 
and, w^th the roller. Inks the glass surface 
thoroughly. He next takes the three fingers of 
the applicant, applies the bulbous nail Joint of 
each to the Ink, and then makes the impras- 
sion lightly on the signature card which forms 
part of the bank's permanent records. On this 
card the signature of the customer as he will 
sign his checks, the date of the opening of this 
account,and the finger prints of the middle three 
fingers of the right hand appear. 
^ 


After the impression has been made, the clerk 


saturates a small piece of tissue papper with 
the cleansing fluid in the "oil-can" container, 
and wipes the ink off tha fingers with ona 
movement. 
Tho fluid is e. quick-evaporating 


one, and In a few seconds the fingers are en- 
tirely clean and dry. The whole operation, ex- 
cept the Inking of the glass surface, which on 
an ordinary business day would not be ncces-

sary for every customer, requires only thlrty- 
on» seconds.

Prints Tiled Like Signatures. 


"T*HB Impression thus obtained Is filed away 


exactly as the mere algnaturea £re kept In 


a file. But, In addition to the pen signature 
which may vary. Nature's Invariable and abso- 
lutely Individual signature has been given thox 
bank. Where this system Is In use. If the pay- 
ing teller of tho 'bar.k is not satisfied with tho 
nignature on a chock, he can easily and defi- 
nitely set his doubt* at rest by demanding tint 
the finger prints of the signer be affixed some- 
where upon tho Instrument. When this is done 
he can compare the original print of • record 
with, the new "signature" print, and all his 
doubts will be set at rest. Either the signer 
I* or is not the particular customer of the bank, 
and the identification will be positive. 


Simplicity and ease of operation; the safe- 


guard t» the handling of savings; the practical 
and efficient aid to paying tellers; the Impos- 
sibility of forgery; the convenience made pos- 
sible for out-of-town customers, are soroa of 
the modest advantages users of the system 
claim for It. Bankers who have adopted it, 
and there seems to be not many yet, declare 
that they cannot understand how cny Institu- 
tion like banks and trust companies can bo 
without It. 
They all vouch for its benefits, 


each one offering some bit of personal expe- 
rience which has made all the virtues of the 
system magnified many times lor his particular 
bank. 


Any such final check as this which requires 


only half a minute to initiate, can hardly be 
declared aught else but simple and easy -to 
operate. The reproduction of tho signature is 
just as simple, and, in fact, even ink la not 
necessary for a customer to reproduce- his 
finger prints. 
The customer 
may rub his 


fingers through his hair once or twice, and tho 
oily substance from the hair will serve as a 
sort of invisible Ink, which will bo brought out 
by a black powder. The impression made after 
rubbing the fingers through the hair will not 
appear on the paper or card, but this print, if 
sent to the banker, with due care against 
smudging, can be made to appear by the sprin- 
kling of power over its surface. 
The powder 


will cling along the ridges of the lingers—the 
oily part—and roll off everywhere else, making 
as perfect a reproduction as though ink had 
Deen used.

Technic Quickly Learned. 


I 


T IS pi-actieally as easy for tho seller to 


check up between the original impression 


which he has on file and tho one offered as tha 
password to some one's hard-earned money, 
Four or five days of close application to tho 
principles involved In the study of tho, surface 
of tho finger tips will avail one of tho knowl- 
edge necessary for rapid and sure classifica- 
tion and comparison of different prints, 
'j'ho 


general variations are learned, and thon the 
Intricate turns, whorls and loops are studied 
until any sort of a print may be classified briefly 
by some technical term. 


In order to make the comparison, tho cleric 


takes tho proffered print and holds it directly 
above tho record card. Ho compares each fingo- 
in order. If lie is not xatlsfied with the simi- 
larity of the first finger, ho passes on to tho 
second, and then to tho third. The whole mat- 
ter Is only an incident of a few seconds, for 
tho teller becomes so accustomed to reading 
finger prints that it Is llko reading so many 
words. 


As for the safeguard afforded In tho handling 


of savings, tho system probably gives ono of 
Its best services In this respect. 
Ordinary 


chocks, made dally and passed through the 
clearing houses, can hardly be expected to con- 
tain finger prints which may be examined. It 
Is only when tho regular slsnaturo is chal- 
lenged that tho linger prints nre brought into 
use. But where ono comes to the paying teller 
to draw out $400 or $500 of accumulated sav- 
ings tha prints of the fingers are an infallible 
aid to tho banker. 


A clerk has no means of being sure that the 


man befora him, who has John Jones' pass 
book, and signs as John Jones, Is In reality 
Jones. 
Tho clerk docs not know Jones per- 


sonally; it is manifestly Impossiblo for a clerk 
to remember every face he docs business with. 
But if the applicant for the savings Impresses 
tho lines of his fingers on the withdrawal card 
in tho clerk's presence, and the clerk finds 
that those lines correspond with the bank's 
records, ho may bo absolutely certain that he 
IB paying tho money to the right person.

Boon, for Illiterates. 


T 


HE efficacy of the nnger-print chock can 


best be appreciated when used In connec- 


tion with, tho savings accounts of foreigners 
and Illiterate people. Tho foreign department 
of a bank is usually larger than the general 
public has reason to believe. Foreigners, of tha 
first Immigrant typo especially, are hard to 
keep track of. They are not very particular 
about what English name they happen to use 
Irom time- to time; they all write more or lass 
alike, if they write at all, and they may bo 
duped by more knowing relatives or "friends." 


Ono of the few local banks to use tha system 


had a case not long ago of, the attempt of a 
foreigner to draw out his dead brother's money. 
He sent a check In to the Dank, with "a signa- 
ture which was, as far as the clerk could tell 
Identical with tho one on file. Ajnd tho checlc* 
bore the three required ringer prints. But tha 
clerk could not reconcile thu variance in tha 
finger prints and the similarity o£ the signa- 
ture. He returned the check, asking for an- 
other impression. This was supplied, and the 
same difference remained. An Investig-atlcn was 
Instituted, and revealed that, while he forged, 
the name, ho used his own fingers to make the' 
imprint. 


The same thins applies to illiterate persons 


who wish to havo money on deposit. 
They 


give their prints In lieu of tho ancient and 
almost meaninffless mark, and the identifica- 
tion will he infallible. No longer will the lecend 
"John .lones, his mark," appear on checks and 
other documents. Instead, the modern version 
will ho "John Jones, his finger prints," 


Paying tollrrs, onco they nave adopted the 


system, find It extremely practical ami efficient, 
Thfsy can, with this donhlo chock, bo positive 
that when they pay out money thcjp are paying 
It out to tho rightful payee. And they a.ro far 
more certain thnt forKwiria li.lvc been reduced 
to tho "irrorluriblo minimum'' when tho tn- 
vnriahln finffer print accompanies a demand on 
them to pay out the bank's funo's. 


It in hanl to conceive how a forffery could 


ho pfrnfttralofl on a hank which had a com- 
plete finsrer-nrint system. In the firs): place, no 


two fingers-have ever been known to be iden- 
tical, and certainly three fingers of one print 
could never coincide with three fingers'on an- 
other, unless the same hand made both. There 
is ono alleged slight weakness in the scheme, 
and that is the possibility that a rubber stamp 
might be made of a print and the stamp used 
to obtain funds by mail or messenger. 


A rubber stamp could undoubtedly be made 


of a finger print by the same process that a 
signature can be reproduced on a. runber hand 
stamp. 
But obvious difficulties exist which 


make such a possibility so remote as to be negli- 
gible. 
One has only to ask, "How would a 


forger obtain a print of some active man'3 
fingers wltnout that man's knowledge and con- 
sent, and without arousing his suspicions?" 
The. likelihood of such an occurrance Is almo*t 
beyond comprehension.

Former Detective Explains. 


•T'HiS question was referred to a former police 
» 
authority, 
Michael 
Cremin, a one-time 


honor man In the St. Louis detective force and 
for the last seven years with the Third National 
Bank of St. Louis. For tho last few months, 
since tho installation of the system by his em- 
ployers, Cremin has been the expert in chargs 
of its operation throughout the bank. 


When approached on the possibility of repro- 


ducing a man's finser prints on a rubber stamp, 
Cremin smiled quizzically and then asked In re- 
turn tho question, "How are you going to get 
his fingers?'1 


Cremin was very enthusiastic In nis apprecia- 


tion of the system. He declares It to be nn In- 
valuable asset to the foreign department of any 
bank and docs not understand how a larga 
hanking Institution cnn afford to remain lone 
without the system. In his three years' experi- 
ence with the system Cremin lias not found any 
cne—forelprncr, illiterate or up-to-the-minute 
American—who has not Instantly recognized the 
vnlue of the scheme and been not only willing 
but eager to record his finger prints.

Lines Hever Change. 


F 


JNGER-PRINT records are possible because 


of the physiological construction of the tips 


of tha fingers. The finger tips, the palm of the 
hand and tho sole of the foot aro parts of the 
body in which millions of tiny sweat glands are 
concealed beneath the epidermis. These glands 
never change from Infancy to death. They fill 
tho ducts between the lines which appear when 
the impress:ion of the finger is made. The white 
lines on a finger print are the ducts of these 
sweat glands, and the black lines, which make 
the Impression, aro the normal skin surface, 
which Is not disturbed by the presence of the 
many ducts just beneath the surface. 


It is only permanent injury to the glands 


themselves which can destroy tho finger print 
of a person. The skin on the fingers may bo en- 
tirely peeled off, but tho elands which remain 
under tho surface will just as surely remark the 
finger with the lines and curves of the old skin. 
Even an accident which scars a finger tip will 
leave enough points of similarity to be relied 
upon for Identification. 


Insurance companies may save a lot of trouble 


In obtaining proof of death If they employ this 
means of checking up deceased policy holders. 
In fact, it has become no Idle suggestion to hav» 
every man, woman and child registered In a fin- 
ger print bureau established and maintained by 
the government. If such a day ever comes there 
will be no more casos of mistaken Identity. 
Banks are saying, "Why not Insure against mis- 
taken Identity now?" And they are going ahead 
on the proposition with keen alacrity.

These little wagon shows make the inland 


Lrixvus off the railroads and even do a thriving 
business in more progressive cities of several

"The Spaulding Circus" 


•A-;IH one of these well-known wagon shows of 
:ho olden days. It traveled from town to town 


throughout ihe \Ve.storn and Middle Western 
States for several decades and settled at length 
in St. Louis, Mo., on the spot that Js now one 
of the oldest theaters of the city and which was 
until last year one of the Shubert houses, the 
Olympic Theater. The theater, however, has 
been closed down. 


An automobile show Is tho latest show on 


wheels that has been put on the road. A three- 
ring circus is assembling In New York even 
now to begin Its season In tho spring. One hun- 
dred motor trucks and touring cars will carry 
tho outfit and the actors, and the show will 
travel through tho East and west In a coast- 
to-coast tour. 


The value of such a conveyance Is not neces- 


sarily that the show can make only the Inland 
towns, but It saves an enormous expense in 
railroad transportation. The minimum charga 
for each move that one car makes on the rail- 
road Is 525, and, of course, the move of a 
larger circus Is in proportion. 
With motor 


trucks an amusement can make a town & day 
•without the enormous transportation expense 
which, perforce, Is one of the greatest items of 
the exchequer. 
An automobile show has not 


been tested before, and the circus men are 
waiting with Interest to see how well this new 
company will succeed. 


That the little wagon show Is lucrative can 


best be demonstrated by some of the stories told 
by -Walter Donaldson of St. Louis, ono of tho 
heads of the largest independent printing com- 
pany in America, at which firm most of the 
amusement posters are put out for great and 
little shows. Donaldson also In the president of 
the C. O. M. A:, which organization of tho car 
owner's managers is the largest of lls kind 
among showmen. 


"One day," Donaldson related, "a bljj, te.nky, 


country fellow came into the office and said 
his name was 'Cobble1 and that he was going 
to si art, a show. 


" 'Got a little gypsy outfit.' ho told me, 'and 


I want some paper on credit.' 
I asked him 


what, sort of an equipment he had. and he an- 
swered that Bill Halt had let him have an ele- 
pha-nt on credit and he had a little gillie outfit 
that he was going to travel about with. With 
thn elephant ns the drawing attraction and a 
few amateur performers he was aiming to start 
out on his circus career. 


""when he told me that he was going to call 


his gypsy outfit 'the Monroe's Mighty Shows' 1 
found the name irresistible, and gave him a line 
of paper that suited his needs, on credit. 


"At the end of the season Cob-hie came txiclc 


to tho office and I asked him how the show had 
gone. It had been a rainy, muddy summer, and 
Cobble said that the show had not gone so well. 


" 'Had a int of trouble with my little outfit,' 


he said. 'Klophant had to do a lot of walking 
on flint roads, and he wore .hfs hoofs all off and 
his feet got so sore that I had to have a set of 
shoes made 1o order for him. They cost me Sfi 
a set. and the derned animal wore out four sets 
during the summer. 


" Tve made ?12,000 offen 
the llttln 
outfit, 


though,' Cobble added naively, 'and now I'm 
pcoing to quit the show business and buy • me a 
little farm.' 
Satisfied with his earnings of ono 


season. Cobble did buy himself a farm and Is 
today leading a bucolic and happy life in Ar- 
kansas, having forsaken forever his calling; as 
a ringmaster." 


Elephants Are Attached. 


Another wagon show that did not have such 


good luck was a two-elephant affair-that played 
throughout the State of Texas. 
These ele- 


phants, unlike the popular conception of the 
beast, docile, patient and mild, were notori- 
ously ferocious. 
Tho showmen failed to pay 


any of their printing bills, and hid with their 
beasts and equipment in some out-of-the-way 
Texas village, where their'creditors could not 
find them. They were, after some months, dis- 
covered, nnd Donaldson wired the constable to 
attach tho elephants. 


The village constable and sheriff went out to 


the grounds where the little circus was camp- 
ing and boldly demanded that the elephants be 
produced for debts. 


"There they are, gentlemen," the owner said, 


grraciousiy, waving a hand toxvard a,capo where 
the beasts were confined, "just take 'em along, 
and welcome." 


The officers made toward the elephn.rits and 


the elephants made .toward them. 
The busi- 


ness of attaching two such wild animals was 
out of Ihe line of those ofilcials, and they left 
tho place and wired for more bonds. 
They 


were pent, but before the day was ended more 
wires came for moro bonds, and the constable 
and sheriff! did a groat business of stalling. At 
length a wire went up to tho printers that they 
could "send some of their own men down if they 
wanted them derned wild critters .attached for 
their debts—they weren't aimin' to be killed as 
yet by any such onery elephants." 


I-Jlephants are inevitable in circus life, but 


they are not.'always a draw. 


One Instance cited by Donaldson was that of 


the simpleton who went to see the.show. When 


he came up to the elephant and saw the beast 
for the tirst time In his life, he let out a whoop 
of terror and hurst, through the crowds, not 
Blackening his run until he reached his home. 


"By craclcy," he exclaimed. "I didn't know 


I'd ever live to see a cow with her tail at both 
ends!" 


Tho life of a show is sometimes amazingly, 


long. Donaldson told of a little one-car show 
of the olden days called "Allen's New Orleans 
AlinHtrcIs," that traveled for seventeen years, 
both summer a.nd winter, and did not, In all 
that, time, fail to make a town a day. Wher- 
'evcr they went they were preceded by the bill- 
poster man with his gaudy bills proclaiming thn 
"grand time a-comin." tho necessary prelim- 
inary to every successful show. 


Uncle Tom's Cabin Playing. 


Kvery one is more or less familiar with the 


circus vand minstrel, but there are many to 
whom the "repertoire show" . Is a. thing un- 
known. 
If they believe- them to be obsolete, 


they need but look over tho catalogues of the 
stock amusements of a printing company.' 


"A friend of mine camo Into the office not 


long ago as an order was being: filled for one 
of the old-time melodrama," said Donaldson. 


"He wns amazed to- know that there was a 


company of pla.yers still on the road with Uncle 
Tom's Cabin. 1 showed him our catalogues of 


stock posters, of which we always carry a $300,- 
000 line, and ho gasped to find new editions of 
posters to advertise such plays as Ten Nights 
in a. Barroom, East Lynne, The Two Orphans, 
Thelma. Monte Cristo and an innumerable 
line of others of the skme caliber, shows which 
most people think are obsolete. 


"Why. do you know," said Donaldson, "that 


those plays are more popular thqp ever and 
that we are continually putting out a full line 
of paper to advertise them? There are at least 
ten companies out all the time playing Uncle 
Tom and they all do a ca.pacity business." 


One 
of the oldest producers of an Uncle 


Tom Is Ed Ferguson, who has had his one-car 
show on tho road off and on since 1831. 


Ferguson is proud to admit that he has been 


in the show business for fifty years, and is still 
as enthusiastic and successful as ever. 


, "To tell you the truth," he narrated. "I ran 
away from my old home in Kalioka, Mo., when 
1 was just a youngster of 0 years and started !n 
the show business with a circus peeling potatoes 
in the kitchen. Tvo been at the game now for 
half a century, although I've gotten out o£ the 
potato-peeling class." 


Ferguson Is starting In again this spring with 


his Uncle Tom and expects to turn out his full 
company in April. He transports his company 
In a car which he owns, thirty members In tho 
cast, three bloodhounds, the tent and scenery. 


a river of Ice and "Little Eva's" angels, besK 
having three staterooms for his own famlO 
which home is the one most familiar to his kl 


"People think that a bloodhound Is a bis 


fierce beast with frothing mouth' and Eleamln 
teeth which will tear you to pieces It it get 
half a chance," Ferguson said. "But in-reall 
a bloodhound is docile, very meek and^rathei 
shy and small in size. 
The people who see 


Uncle Tom must not be disappointed, however, 
so I have some of the largest-sized Danls 
bloodhounds that I could get hold of, and ttW 
please a great deal more than the normal blood- 
hound would do. 


"As for the ice," he added, when the quastlOT>| 


was asked as to the manner o£ producing th«] 
effect in a tent, under which all shows play. 


"Well, we have a canvas painted as much, lik* 


a frozen rive'r as possible, and this wo stretch 
over soap boxes scattered over the stage to \oo',t 
like blocks of floating ice. As 'Eliza' crosses wlttt 
her babe I have a man at each end ot thy*-;" 
vas, behind the scenes, pull the canva; 
and forth like a tug of war, you might say, j 
this makes the crossing of the soap boxes a 
perilous business—really quite effective,

HE American navy has admittedly been 


built on the principle of having an "un- 


broken line of defense" along the coast. It has 
repeatedly been announced that the fleet Is not 
Intended for offensive purposes or to attack any 
nation. On this ground the designers Justify the 
slow speed that characterizes most of our ships 
—a factor that might prove serious in time of 
war, so far as we are concerned.

over averaged only seventeen knots in spend. 
Today, however, every leading nation in the 
world has battle cruisers with & speed of thirty 
knots—equivalent to thirty-four miles per hour 
on land—and the United States does not possess 
a single battle cruiser.

Better Defense System. 


T 


O BEGIN with, although there aro fewer 


battleships of the first class In our navy 


than In any of the few fleets likely to attack 
us, wo have a much better system of defenses. 
Any fleet desiring to attack us would have to 
steam a long distance across the ocean. Natu- 
rally, our submarines and destroyers would 
not be idle Ir. that period. 


There are no coaling stations for foreign pow- 


ers on this side of the Atlantic—or Pacific, 
either. Pearl Harbor, at Hawaii, would prove 
a mighty hard nut for any foreign power to 
crack. The Western const of the United States 
Is, roughly speaking. 7000 miles from Japan. 


The ease with which a foreign force could 


land on some of the unprotected portions of our 
coast cannot be denied. 
But the ense with 


which such a force could be wiped out cannot be 
denied, either. 


Suppose some force landed and took posses- 


sion of a tract in the low-lying lands south 
of Norfolk. What could they do? The huge 
guns that were hauled over the magnificent 
roads of Belgium to bombard Namur and other 
points, could not be used there. 
The mere 


weight of the weapons would submerge them. 


As for entering Chesapeake Bay itself, that 


would be one thing that every American would 
like to see an enemy try in time of war. TIM 
narrow mouth of the harbor, the big guns of 
Fortress ilonroe, the skillful mining of the 
entrance that Is known to exist—all these 
would mak« an entrance by an enemy decidedly 
unhealthy. 


The same could be said of the forts in San 


Francisco Bay, where the old fortifications 
known by the name of Fort WInfield Scott and 
Fort Baker still exist. 


In a little concrete shelter far under the de- 


fenses at the Presidio, opposite San Francisco, 
there is an elaborate form of periscope that 
resembles what is known as the camera ob- 
scura. This was a device used by showmen iri 
the old days and one of the devices was tried 
in St. Louis soon after the panorama On Wash- 
ington avenue was abolished. It was a series of 
lenses, showing everything that passed on^.the 
street. 


This showman's toy has been turned to ad- 


vantage. In the little concrete cave that Is 
spoken of, there Is a mirror with lenses abova 
it, showing every section of San Francisco Bay 
and its approaches. But that little mirror Is 
also divided into squares. When a ship steinn 
over one of those'*squares, its exact location is 
known. All that would be necessary in time 
of war would be to press a tiny button con- 
nected with a mine—and that ship would ceaso 
to exi*t except as good matter for the front 
pages of tho newspapers.

Japanese Possibilities. 


I 


F JAPAN took a notion to Invade us, she 


might possibly send ships that would reach 


our coastal ranges. She could run ships close 


this section of the country. The nightmare that 
aecma to exist In some California minds, about 
Japan gutting a foothold en our shores and 
holding all the country west of thot* ranges, 
reckons entirely without our fleet. The fleet Could 
onslly RO through the Panama Canal and Japan 
has nothing afloat, as yet, that could whip 
cur ships. 
If Japanese actually landed they 


might prove a valuable asset in building good 
roads on the Western coast, for they surely 
would be made prisoners when the American 
ships ehut oft their source of supplies. More- 
over, those who had Invaded the California 
towns and "stood them on their heads" prob- 
ably would have an uncomfortable time of It. 


Japan will not be likely to Invade California 


In a hurry, except by way of sending peaceful 
workers over here—and the America** immi- 
gration laws have a good deal to say about that. 


But suppose a war actually should start with 


some nation. What would be done In an In- 
land city like St. Louis? 


To begin with, plans have already been pre- 


pared and are on file In every army office show- 
ing what steps would be taken. In any case, 
where a declaration of war Is proclaimed, thdrc 
is a lawless element that tries to plunder ppr- 
tions of communities when the male defenders 
are sent to the front. 


In New York, when drafting was attempted 


during the civil war. serious rioting occurred. 
The irresponsible element thought It was a gonfl 
time for outbreaks and tried anarchy.' They 
were quickly suppressed. 


The plan laid out by the War Department Is 


simple. We have many men in this country 
who know how to use firearms and who arc OT- 
pert shots with rifles and revolvers, although 
they never have had military training. Many of 
these men own weapons of their own. 


In Germany and Austria, during the present 


war, troops of the regular army are said tc 
have been used to keep down disorders in some 
sections of the country. This might be neces- 
sary In the United States, In case of war, 11 
there is a large foreign-born population in anjr 
city. 
. ' 


The plan devised Is to have all citliena pos- 


sessing rifles or shotguns and who wish to servt 
their own government turn those weapons In-'to 
some branch established by the army and to 
have another weapon Issued In exchange. 


For Instance, one leading manufactory of re- 


peating firearms has announced that more thac 
600,000 guns of the 
44-40 caliber—a type oi 


weapon developed In 18t3—had been Issued.'A 
S2-20 model and a 38-40 model also were put on 
thft market at the same time and had heavy 
sales. Ammunition for such weapons can be 
obtained everywhere. 


If flfty weapons of 44-40 caliber can be col- 


lected from citizens who wish to form a "home 
guard." they will be Issued to one company. All 
ammunition will be taken in at the same time. 
Thus every man to the company will have the 
same type of gun. The owner will be glveri a 
receipt for his own weapon, If It happens to.ve 
of different caliber, and It will be issued to an- 
other man. 


The fact that the average American Is accus- 


tomed to the use of firearms would pf/ve of 
value in time of war. Men who would be liops- 
lessly retired In other countries because of their 
lack of knowledge of weapons could readily be 
made Into a "home guard" here.
